The 
illustration of aniline dyes is a good one. 
If these dyes como into the country in five 
pound packages, they are free. If they come 
into the country in small packages they are 
not free. The paper usedin putting up 
these dyes was foreign paper. The girls and 
boys employed in the work were those of 
other countries ; under the change in the 
tariff, the papor used will be home manu- 
factured, and the boys and girls employed 
will be home manufacture too. This purpose 
of giving employment to our own peuple 
runs through all the changes, as will 
especially be seen in the free list, aud in 
the list of articles upon which the duties 
aro decreased. In the list ot articles upon 
which the duties are increased, it will be 
found that, in several cases, greater protec- 
tion is given, because the manufacturers of 
other countries have made a dead set upon 
the manufactures of Oanada,being resolved 
in many instances to sell at a lose rather 
thon permit Canada to establith factories. 
The determination of the Government, as 
expressed in the tariff changes, will pro- 
bably have the effect of putting an ond to 
the injurious efforts of the outside manufac- 
facturer. Some of the changes are made 
with the object of 


REMOVING IRRITATIONS 


among importers in passing their goods 
through the Oustoms-houses of the count- 
ry, and others are made to prevent the 
system of false invoices, indulged in by 
some traders tothe detriment ot honest 
traders. A careful analysis of the changos 
will show that the Government,are wisely 
resolved to make the National Policy more 
and more fitted tothe growing manufac- 
turing purposes of the country. Forward 
is the motto of the Government. To set 
moro industrics to work is their gréat nim. 
The manner in which the Finance Minister 
has dealt with the book question will com- 
mend itself tothe common eense of the 
country. The prohibition of the export of 
door, wild turkeys, and quail. will be satis 
factory to thode who have felt that great 
dauwage has been done to the game of the 
country by the proyious plan. It is un- 
hecossary to refer more particularly to the 
tariff changes, but for. the.bulk of readore 
it is sufficient to indicate by a few illustra 
tions the principles upon which those 
changes have been made. In his remarks

THE EFFECTS OF THE TARLEF 
as)seou in the results produced, Sir Leohard 
Tilley cflectually disposed of the hostile 
criticisms of the Opposition at tho incep 
tion of the tariff.

Iam reminded of a circumstance which 
ocourred in 1844, while becalmed off the 
mouth of the Rio de la Plata in the United 
States ship Boston, A fine large brown 
albatross was caught by moans of a baited 
hook,and a label made ot hard sole leather,

Her Majesty’s Yachts 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


The Admiralty havo decided that the 
Victoria and Albert, the Queen‘s principal 
yacht, is to bo thoroughly refitted and ren- 
ovated, ‘Tho vessel is a stoam yacht of 2,- 
470 tons, and her original cost was nearly 
£120,000." There would be no justilication 
whatever for building a new yacht in the 
place of the Victoria avd Albert, a5 wos 
recently proposed, because during the last 
ten ‘years sho has not been used by the 
Queen for half as many weeks Her sole 
service, indeed, has been to convey Her 
Majesty to Cherbourg and back on the rare 
occasions when she had visited the conti- 
nent, an amount of work to which her 
annual cost seems monstrously out of pro- 
portion, especially when it is remembered 
that there is the Osborno (1,850 tops), 
always available, to say nothing of the Al- 
berta (360 tons), and the Elfin (90 tons) 
The annual pay of the officers and seamon 
employod on these four vessels amounts to 
over £16,000, and last year over £8;000 
was paid to workmen in Portsmouth dock- 
yard who were employed on them ; besides 
which there are further charges in connec- 
tion with them, amounting to at ldast 
£10,000 a year, and they are altered aud 
redecorated with startling frequency, which 
entails additional expenditure,

A Remedy for Burns and Scalds 


It is now many years ago, says Mr. F. 
Peppercorne, in the Popular Scrence 
Monthly, while engaged in some investt- 
gations as to the qualities and effects of 
the alkalies in inflammations of the skin, 
oto,, that he was fortunate enough to dis- 
cover that a saline lotion, or saturated 
solution of bicarbonate of soda in either 
plain water or camphorated water, if ap 
plied speedily, or as soon as poesible, to a 
burned or scalded part, was most effectual 
in immediately relieving the acute burning 
pain ; and whon tho burn was only super- 
ficial or not severe, removing all pin in 
tho course of a very short time; having 
also the very great advantage of cleanliness, 
and, if applied at once, or preventing the 
usual consequences—a painful blistoring of 
the skin, separation of the epidermis, and, 
perhaps, moro or less of suppuration, For 
thie purpose, all that is necessary is to cut 
a picco of lint, or old soft rag, or oven 
thick blotring-paper, of a size sutliciont to 
cover the burned or scalded parts, and to 
keep it constantly well wet with the sodaio 
lotion so as to preyont its drying. By this 
| means, it usually happens that all pain 
ovases in from a quarter to half an hour, or 
even in much less time. When the main 
part of a limb, such as tho hand and fore- 
arm or the foot and leg, has boon burnod, 
itis boat, when practicable, to plungo the 
part at once into a jug or pail, or other 
convenient vessel tilled with the soda lo- 
tion, and keep it there until the pain 
subsides ; or the limb may be swathed or 
| encircled with a surgeon's cotton bandage

Protection Needed, 

Among the proposed changes iu the tar- 
if there is one which will not fail to givo 
satisfaction to those interested in the manu- 
facture of agricultural imploments, The 
change consists in raising the present duty 
on those articles from 25 per cent. to a 
specific and ad valorem duty of 35 por cent, 
Up to the prosont the American manufac- 
turors had a yrost advantago over our 
Osnadian manufacturers of agricultural 
inplemonts, inasmuch asthe formor had 
only a 2 por cent. duty Yo psy on thoir 
goods to be sold in Canadian markets, while 
the Iattor had to pay 10 por cont. moro, or 
35 por cont., to bo able to compete in tho 
American markets, The Amoricans,more- 
over, inctessed thoir advantage by having 
thor goods for oxportation systematically 
undervalued, so that in reality they had no 
more than 15 or 20 per cent, duty to pay. 
The ouly rewedy to check this fraud and 
to placo our Oanadian manufacturers on 
lovol for fairer compotition is to establish a 
specific duty equal at least to that imposed 
by the United States. This Sir Leonard 
proposes todo. lt is nothing but right 
that our Canadian manufacturers should be 
euablod to supply the market in the North 
West, whore the demand for agricultural 
implements is largely on the increase. The 
money that is to be spent on these articles | 
should remain in Osnada, for the benelit 
of Canadian mechanics, Canadian factories 
and Osnadian manufacturers. I[f wo want 
to build up a nation, we have 
one another.— Montreal Post,

Labrador Lighthouse Life, 


Mr, J. U. Grogory,Naval Agent at Que- 
bec, has contributed to the New York 
Forest and Stream some interesting sketches 
of Labrador life. Hessys of the light- 
house keepers : 

I have known a well educated man, born 
and brought up near Quebeo, tormerly o 
storekeeper, married to an educated wo- 
man, who accepted a situation as lighthouse 
keeper on the Island of Anticosti, and 
afterwards obtained, through family in- 
fluence, a good Government appointment 
with sufficient remuneration to enable him 
to bring up his family wellsnd live com- 
fortably, actually shed tears when he left 
his isolated island home, and a year after- 
word trying to get back to his former posi- 
tion; but I have also known others to go 
out of their minds from the dreariness and 
monotony of their livea. These wero in- 
variably men. Women appear to bear up 
better, and frequently do the moat of the 
work, keeping the station in order, while 
their hasbsnds look the picture of unhap- 
piness. Again, there aro some stations, 
where husband, wife and children seem to 
be perfectly contented,the family well edu- 
cated and even accomplished in music and 
other refinements, They are well supplied 
with literature, and their conversation is 
free from slang so often noticeable in town- 
bred people. 

Professor Linden, in his interesting and 
trothfully written papers in the Forest and 
Stream, mentions one of such families,that 
of Mr. Edwin Pope, of Anticosti, whose 
aminble daughters, who haye never till last 
year left the ieland, would do credit to any 
city family. His sons are equally well 
fitted to appear to advantage anywhere, snd 
Mra. Popo was born and brought up on the 
island, and to the best of my knowledge 
has uever left it. 

There are othersin my district on the 
coast of Labrador who Are possessed of con- 
siderable education and even refinement. 

At the solitary Bird Rock Station, where 
tho lighthouse is perched on asquare rock 
a fow hundred feet in extent, which one 
oan reach only by being hauled up in a box 
by mesnsofs crane 120 feet from the 
water, the keepers have boen sadly tried. 
The first keeper there, after two years’ 
residence, becameinsane from the monotony 
of the life. He was replaced bya very 
respectable man who, after haying filled the 
situation for nine years, was one day tempt- 
ed to leave his station to hunt seals on the 
surrounding ice, but was overtaken by a 
storm and perished with hisaon, their 
bodies never being recovered. His sucoes- 
sor, one of the moat able and intelligent of 
guardians, while firing the fog-cannon, by 
some moans ignited a barrel of gunpowder 
near at hand, and with his young son and 
assistant was blown to atoms ; yet notwith- 
standing these fatalities, no sooner does a 
vacancy occur than applications for it pour 
in, invariably from those possessed of all 
the necessary qualifications to earn a living 


elsewhere.

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Tariff Points. 


The speech of Mr. Thomas White, in 
reply to that of Mr, Paterson on the tariff, 
was fully up to that geutleman’s roputa- 
tion. It fairly bristled with points, of 
which we subjoin a few : 


The hon. gentleman who had just spoken 
had tried to draw an unfair comparison be- 
tween the finances in 1868 and those of 1874. 
A moment’s reflection would satisfy anyone 
that no fair comparison could bo drawn 
betwen these two periods, In 1868 there 
were only four provinoos, in 1874 there were 
seven, fa the first year the country bad 
scarcely resolved into a settied condition after 
the disturbenoce necessarily caused by Con- 
federation. In 1874 it was rapidly devolop 
ing. Buta comparison between the financial 
condition of the country in 1874, when the 
Reform Government took office, and 1879, 
when tho Conservatives succeeded them, 
would result in a showing ip favor of the Oon- 
servatiye Administration of tho country’s 
affaire. During the years of Reform Govern 
ment there was a decrease of revenue by tivo 
and a half per cent,, while the coat of collect- 
ing the same was increased 164 per cent. 
Comparing tho figures of 1879 to 1582 tho ro- 
sult was still moro gratifying. During this 
period the cost of collectivg revenue bad in- 
creased 2,34 per cent. In the Post office do. 
partment the revenues had increased by 314 

r cent., while the expenditure had only 

oreased 134 per cent, Then there was an- 
other test and that was tho cost of tranrmis- 
sion por letter. In 1574 four cents por letter 
was the coet of the Post-office service, In 
1882 the cost was reduced to a litile over three 
cents per letter (Applause,) Ia relation to 
our financial position, he had a few words to 
say. In 1877 our debt was seventy-five mil. 
Hone. In 1874 it reached one hunded and 
elght millions, and by 1879 thirty-four mil- 
Hons more had been added to it, Between 
1879 and 1882, $10,671,000 more were added 
toit. Thus, in tive years the late Government 
had added to the debt at the rate of seven 
millions per annum, while the present Goy- 
ernment, with all the public enterprises it has 
carried on, bad only addod to the debt at the 
rate of a little over a million a year, (Ap- 

use.) Another important point was this 

hile thé late Government had been obliged 
to add to its debt in order to meet the ordi- 
nary charges of administration, the present 
Government had actually spent $15,535,000 
more on capital acoount than it had addod 
tovthe dept of the country, (Applause) 
Then it was important to observe that there 
was 50 immediate prospect of au inoreass of 
our debt, owing to the substitution for bonds 
upon which # high ratw of interest bad to bo 

id of the four per cent bonds, and to the 

© revenue expsoted from the salo of 
Isnda in the North-West. Ihe Government 
would no doubt be in a position to 
complete the enterpridea now in course of 
construction, to improve our watorways, to 
removo” tonnage dues; without adding one 
dollar to the debt of thocovntry (Hear, hear.) 
Hoe now camo to the question of the National 
Policy, to which the last npeaker, he noticed, 
did not offer a very strou, opposition. Pro- 
bably the hon gentlemen, owing to his pro- 
vious statements fayorabic to protection, could 
not offer it so strong an opposition as could 
Sir Richard Cartwright, who always denoun- 
ced it in vigorous terms, aAtail cvents the 
hon, gentleman admitted there had been a 
great revival in trade. Hia statemont in that 
respect was quite truo, but bo coupled it with 
a prediction of the commercial orash for which 
the Opposition so eagerly yearoed, (Hear, 
hear.) This prediction was fouadod on the 
assumption that we were ovr importing, and 
that largo importations were certain preludes 
to a oriais, ant positive evidenves of failures of 
protection. Now, so far ea the f-ilure of pro 
tection ory was conosrned, it was interestiog 
to note that in the United States, though a 
highly protected coun ry, itsimpurts were lar- 
feet duriog the years of its greatest prosj«rity, 
he year 1877 was a year of depression there, 
and its imports thea were $451,(00,000. The 
year 1882 was » yerr of great prosperity, and 
the imports that year reached $724,000,000— 
boar, hear)—so that largo imports into Canada 
@ uot by any means indicate that the coun. 
try was not prosperous, or that protection 
wae failure, Our imports wero certainly 
much largerin 1882 than in 1878, but of 
what wore they made up? Twelve millions 
of the increase Was in raw material needing 
manufacturing. (Hear, hear.) Nine millions 
of the incresse represented luxuries not made 
in Canada, the importation of whioh certainly 
indicated the improved condition of the peo- 
ple. Nearly two millions of it represented 
settlers’ effects, coin, bullion, otc. All those 
inorosees Were increases upon which we might 
be congratalated, They Were also inoreascs 
whioh in no way impaired our manufacturing 
eet oon inno way Indicated that our 
manufacturers were not prosperin, Hea 
hear.) It had been curget thought the aaa 
ber for Brant had not touched on the subject 
that the tariffasit affected the sugar trade 
hed reduced the revenue, He (Mr, White) 
would admit that there was something in 
this. By refining our own sugar we lost $66,. 
000 of revenue, but the people saved more 
thao that in getting the suyar at a lower rato 
than would have been possible under tho 
Onrtwright tariff, The total reduction in tho 
price to the consume: was equal to a saying 
of $670,000 to the country. (Applause.) Ho far 
as tho tariff dealt with tos,it gayo to Canadian 
merchants the distributiog trade in that article 
and encouraged direct trade with the count- 
ries of production. The effect upon our trado 
{n cotton was to Increa « the trade with Great 
Britain,to dectoaso the trade with the United 
States and to place our own cotton mavufac 
turors in a good position. In regard to woul 
loos, the same conditions existed In '78 tho 
importation of woollen goods from the United 
Btatos was $353,000. while in 8? it waw bot 
$164,000.

The Late Bpidemic at the Asylum. 


A second outbreak of typhoid fover 
among the inmates of the Deat and Dumb 
Asylum has been traced to the samo source 
which gave origin to the former one, viz., 
the impurity of the water furnished by 
pumping from the Bay of Quinte, At tho 
period of the first epidemic, the pipe 
through which the supply was drawn was 
in too close proximity to the oxit of the 
sewer, which conducted the drainage of the 
establishment to the bay, and it was sup- 
posed that all danger from that sourco of 
contamination would be obviated for tho 
future. This anticipation, however, has 
proved futile. Either from tho current of 
the bay having been interrupted by the 
ice, which the steady cold weather has 
caused to be formed of an unusual §thick- 
ness, or from that current being perma- 
nently deflected to the south shore by tho 
intervention of Gillums Point, or more 
likely by the combined effect of both cau- 
ses, the comparatively shallow water 
whence the Asylum draws its supply, is re- 
tained in a stagnant state, and the germs 
of the yarious ferments which, when taken 
into the human system, occasion typoid, 
diphtheria, dysentery, and the whole 
deadly range of zymotic diseases, instead of 
being carried away and distributed through 
the whole extent of the bay, are loft to 
fester and multiply until they get an op- 
portunityto display their deadly influences. 

‘he question to consider, in the face of 
these adverse circumstances, is how and 
from what source to obtain a asuflicient 
qnantity of water, that shall be free 
from the dangerous elements which pro- 
duce such injurious effects. “The answer 
to this question involves three main con- 
siderations : first. the quality of the water; 
second, its quantity ; and third, the coat of 
bringing it to the Asylum. There are slso 
three ways in which the requisite supply 
may be obtained: first, by conducting it 
in pipes from some natural source or 
epring ; second, by a deep boring, or whut 
is known as an ‘artesian well” ; third,by 
extending the present pipe so far into the 
bay as to pass bsyond the limit of the shal- 
low and stagnan gater of the eddy, and 
draw from the purer water of the main 
channel, at adepth of 15 to18 feet or 
more. 


The first conditions of qnality and quan 
tity would be thoroughly secured by brivg- 
ing the water from the Osk Hill Pond, or 
Somerset Lake, as it 13 sometimes called, 
8 natural reservoir of some two hundred 
acres in extent, with a depth over a large 
portion of its area of thirty-tive feet. Tho 
water which it contains {a of an exceptional 
degree of purity, containing a mere trace 
of either mineral or organic matter, while 
the supply, guaranteed by 30 inches of an- 
nual rainfal), is practically inexhaustible, 
and its elevation, 400 feet above the level 
of the Asylum, would give a pressure of 
over 100 pounds to the square inch at the 
roof of the building. In regard to the third 
condition, that of expense, the distance 
from the pond to the point of delivery, 
somewhere about ten miles, would seem to 
put it out of the pale of a reasonable outlay, 

It might be advisable, however, to inquire 
whether some more accessible source might 
be found among the numorous springs and 
creeks of the Township of Sidney, from 
which a sufficiont quantity of pure water 
might be drawn for ordinary purposes, and 
to supply a few hydrants for drinking, while 
that which was noedod for washing, scour- 
ing, and general cleaning, flooding drains, 

&c., may atill be pumped from the Bay. 
The second alternative, viz., the sinking 
of an artesian well, is now to bo considered, 
This mode of obtaining the most precious 
of liquids has been agitated in connection 
with the water supply of Belleville, a mat- 
ter which will havo to be taken into serious 
consideration by her citizens very s00n, 
especially if they succed in localizing tho 
manufacture of iron; but the opinions of 
some of our most prominent goologists, 
including Mr. Selwyn, the Director of the 
Geological Survey, being decidedly unfayor- 
ablo to the probability of obtalning tho 
desired result from that operation, the 
majority of the City Uouncil have been 
unwilling to take the risk of expending the 
necessary sum on 80 dubiousja rowult. As, 
however, an amount which would form 
a formidable item in tho olty accounts 
would bo of but little consequence to the 
Government of Ontario, and as there is a 
possibility of succoas, which would sottle 
the question for all time both for the osylum 
and for tho city, it would, we think, be 
well that the ©xperiment should be tried.

The Testimony of Unwilling Wit- 
nesses, 


Better testimony than the Grits have 
furnished as to the economical adminis. 
tration of Sir John A. Macdonald’s Goy- 
ernment, and of the beneficial effect which 
the changes in the tariff will have, could 
not be had, In his criticlam of tho budget, 
Mr. Paterson, the chief spokesman of the 
Grit party, teetified os follows : 

In the Customs Administration he noticed the 
increase of $59,729, which he was not prepared 
to say was not fairly justified, for the Minister 
of Customs had proven his ability to keep with 
in the limita he marked out for others better 
than any other Minister. : . ® " 
As for the increase in the Post Office Depart- 
ment, he admitted that with a rapidly opening 
country to overtake with postal facilities, there 
was some justification f rthe Finance Minis- 
ter’s plea in favor of the increase. 

The Kingston Whig isa very unwilling 
and deeply prejudiced witness, but this 
unwillingness to testify renders its evidence 
all the more valuable. The Whig testities 
as follows : 


The consumers have not reason for m: ch re- 
joicing, the tariff changes not being very much 
in theirfavour, Dried fruit, liquorice and spices 
will be cheaper, but the saving on these items 
will not be remarkable. The greatest decrease 
in duty is on tobacco, not because the Govern- 
ment felt inclined to do so, but because forced 
to make a reduction, followiog the action of 
Congress, and to prevent smuggling. ‘The excise 
duty on tebacco and snuff imported has been re- 
duced from 20 cents per pound to 12 cents por 
pound, and the duty on Canadian grown tobacco 
from 8 cents to 2 cents per Ib., but the reduced 
rate does not go into operation until July Lst. 
Ths Government will lose a large amount of 
revenue by this change, about $800,000 annually. 


As to the bounty on the production of 
pig iron it says : 


The object is to stimulate the production 
and manufacture of iron in the Dominion, to 
the advantage of interests ef yast importance,

Venerable Peter Cooper. 


NEW YOKK'S LEADING CITIZEN GONE—IIIS LIFE 
AND WORKS, 
: Peter Cooper was born in New York city, 
Fob, 12th, 1791, His maternal grandfather, 
John Cimpbell, was an alderman of New 
York, and deputy quartermaster yeneral dur- 
ing the revolutionary war, and expended the 
moat of his fortuno in the service of his coun 
try His father was a licutenant in the war 
of the revolution, and afterwards oatablished 
a hat factory. Young Oooper was brought 
up in comparative poverty, being one of a 
large family. Hoe attended school only half 
of each day for a single year, and beyond the 
knowledge thus gained, such acquisitions as 
he possesred were entirely hisown. At the 
age of 17 he was apprenticed to a coachmaker, 
He aftorwards learned cabinet making and 
the grocery business. In 1828 he engaged in 
the maoufacture of glue and isinglass, and 
two years later ho became interested exclusi- 
vely in irou-works at Cautono, Md., where 
he manufactured the first l-comotive engine 
ever used in America. In 1845, at Trenton, 
N_ J., ho ereowd the largest rolling mill then 
in the United States for manufacturing rail- 
road iron, In 1840 he became an alderman 
of New York, More than a quarter cf a 
contury ago, Mr, Cooper, after prospering 
greatly in business, conceived the ides of 
establishing in New York a free institute, 
something after the manner of the Polytechnic 
lnstitute at Paria. He accordingly erected a 
building ata costof between $600,000 and 
$700,000, endowed it with’ means for fitting 
youog workiagmen and women for business, 
and proeented the ‘‘ Cooper Institute” to the 
city of New York in 1858. Inthe spring of 
1854 he was one ofthe five gentlemen who 
motinthe house of Cyrus W, Kield, aod 
formed the ** New York, Newfoundland and 
London telegraph company,” and the firet 
cable waslaid partly under Mr, Cooper's 
saperv:sion. He dii everything in bis power 
toaidthe Uolon during the late war. “A 
Greenbacker iu politics, Mr. Cooper was urged 
to become a candidate forthe Presidency by 
friends of that financial system. Mr. Coo 
er’s dominant idea throughout bis whole like, 
was the élevation and education of the indus- 
trial clasecs.

Under this hoading a correspondent who 
is a large property helder in Bolleville, and 
for whose opinion wo entertain a great deal 
of respect, discusses the necessity and 
means of establishing manvfacturios in our 
olty. 

Whilst our correspondont argues very ably 
in support of his proposition to exempt 
from taxation al! manufacturing establish~ 
menté which annually export and sell out- 
side of the County $5,000 worth of their 
products, we cannot hold with him through. 
out in that proposal, It is obvious that 
the discontent of those manufacturera 
whose expoct fell short of the amount fixed 
would of itself be an insuperable objection 
to the proposal, There aro at present 
comparatively fow manufacturers located in 
Belleville whose exports would reach the 
required figure, and that they would give 
their assent to a subsidized competition by 
others In the same Jine who would oxport 
but a small portion of their produot, it is 
not in reason to expect. Did our corres- 
pond nt enlarge the amount to be fixed as 
the qualification for exemption to say 
$20,000 or $25,000, and oxclude such 
industries as are located in Belleville 
because they can best obtain their raw ma- 
terial"here, such as lumber mills, his pro- 
position would be much more likely to meet 
with popular acceptance, 

There is, it seems to us, but ono practi- 
cable method of dealing with this question 
of exemptions in this city, and that is, to 
exempt only 

1, Those manufacturing industries which 
now exist here, or can be introduced, that 
do not depend on the local trade. Instance 
the axe factory, the local business of which 
does not amount to more than one-thous- 
andth part of its trade, and which imports 
tts raw material, which it could procure 
more cheaply elsewhere. 

2. New industries that do not compoto 
with existing industries, and which would 
manufacture chiefly for export. 

Otherwise, the saw mills, some of the 
furniture manufactories, some of the wool- 
len factories, somo of the grist mills, some 
of the sash and blind factories, some of the 
carriage factories, &o., would receive ox- 
emption, and others of them would not, 
and the result would be unsatisfactory. 

By all means|let a proper By-law provid: 
ing for exemptions be passed, and besides, 
let existing industries which are not de- 
pendent on the local trade and are carried 
on at a disadvantage hore, be exempted from 
taxation, if by so doing we can secure their 
permacent location in the city. 

There is solid food for reflection in the 
increase in the expenditure of the city, but 
it must be remembered that in ono item, 
that of the police force, the expenditure is 
out of thecity’s control, ss the On'ario 
Governments wills it that three Commission- 
ers shallasy how thsny policemen we shall 
hire and what wages we shall pay.

British Columbia 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 
Cinuriwack, B, C,, March 19th, 1883, 

Dean Sik :—As the visite of the IntT+Lti- 
GENCER are to mea source of weekly delight, 
bringing news of people and places in whiob I 
feol couriderable inturest, I have thought that 
it might be of some interest to your numerous 
readers and my friends in the County of Has- 
tings, to hoar somothiog from the Pacific 
Province 

The climate of British Columbia is undoubt- 
edly the best that can be found anywhere in 
British North America, This provinoo har, 
however, a large area and ite climate varies 
acoording to the elovation and distance from 
the coast. 

I came here last July, and the woather wes 
dry, mild, end infact delightful till nearly 
the middle of October, when what is called 
the ‘ wet season” setin, It continued wet 
till about the 10th of January, when we got 
about six inches of snow, which lasted about 
a week, Since then the weather has been 
clear and very pleasant, Since tho first of 
March the weather bas been warm, and 
during tho last ten days the thermometer has 
atnoon stood about 75°in the shade. The 
fields are green, and the peach trees will soon 
bein bloom. The fruit bere in general is 
muoh better than I ever eaw in the County of 
Hastings, and that is saying a good deal, 

Along the coast and throughout a great 
part of the interior, the thermometer rarely 
over reaches zsro, and the greatest sumer 
heat is not above 90°, In this vicinity the 
coldest days of winter are about 8 to 10 ab»ve 
zero, butsuch alow temperature doce not 
usually occur more thanafew daya#in the 
year, The quantity of rain on the coast is 
from 45 to 75 inches, aod from 10 to 20 in 
the interior, 

The anoual lumber production now amounts 
to nearly 30,000,000 feet, The coal mines are 
very extensive, and large quantities are ex- 
ported. ‘The annual yield of gold in Cariboo 
is now upwards of $1,000,000. The annual 
value of fish packed and cured is nearly $2,- 
000,000, and thero are over 5,000 men en- 
gaged during tho fishing season, 

The farms, tho mills, the fisheries, tho log- 
ging camps, the public works, the railways, 
all demand more help than the present popu- 
lation can supply. 

Wages are higher, we believe, than on any 
other part of the continent. Railway oon- 
tractors aro giviug from $2.50 to $5 per day, 
Wages in ther branchos of industry are about 
equally high. Boardis from $4to $5 per 
week, 

We havo the climate and tho natural re- 
sourccs to make a nation, and what wo most 
need is population, 

Tho:e will doubtless be a large emigration 
ag soon taths ralwayia fioished, but those 
who come beforo that will, doubtless do best, 
No person willing tou work need bo without 
employment at ,ood wages in British Colum- 


bia.

A RISEN CHRIST OR NO SAVIOUR 


A SERMON 


BY THE REY. T, F FOTHERINGHAM, MINISTER 
OF THE ST, JOHN, N. B, PRESBYTERIAN 
CHUEOH, 


I Cor. 15: 17,— ‘If Christ be not raised your 
faith is in vain ; ye are yet in your sins,” 

The earliest notices which we have {n regard 
to the Christian festival of the Resurrection of 
Christ commonly known as Easter, revea's to 
us the fact that it was very generally obs:ry- 
ed throughout the Christian world, These 
notices introduce us to one of the hottest con- 
troversies that agitated the early church after 
the death of the apostles, namely that regard- 
ing the propor day on which th» rosaurreotion 
should be commomorated, There was no dis- 
pute as to to the propriety of obierving such 
a festival ; the zoal of the disputants and the 
excommunioations which they hurled at one 
another sufficiently teatify to the importance 
with which it was regarded. The only ques- 
tion was whether the Jewish day, the I4th of 
Nisav, or the Sunday next following that day 
should bo universally apopted, In tbia oon= 
troversy we find the vonerable Polycarp, pas- 
tor of the Church at Smyrna, disciple and 
friend of the apostle Jobn, taking part, The 
Historian Eusebius, (H/E. V.24) has preserved 
for us a letter of Irenmus in which he states 
that ‘' nelther Amfetus (a leader of tha oppo- 
site party) pursuade Polycarp not to obrorve 
[the 14th Nisan,] inasmuch as ‘he had always 
observed it with John, the disciple of our 
Lord, and the othor apostles with whom he 
had associated ; nor could Polyoarp persuade 
Anicetus to observe [the 14th Nicav,| for he 
said that ho ought to observe the customs of 
the Presbytera that were before him,” No 
doubt the custom actually arose out of tho 
continued observance of the Pasvbal feast by 
Jewish Ohistians in Asia Minor, tlie Christian 
idea gradually supplanting the Jewish—deliv- 
erance from sin taking the place of deliverance 
from bondage, and the eucharistic elements 
displacing the paschal lamb, It is, howeyor, 
a festival for which we have no warrant io 
Scripture, and the Reformers of the Churoh in 
Scotland, strictly following its precepts, wisely 
and consistently refured to enact its obsery- 
ance as a law of the church. There was thon 
a danger that its retention might be a protext 
for reintroducing other and more objebtiobable 
oeremonials, while the long and relentless, and 
oruel persecutions which that church endured 
at tho hands of those who would reimpouo an- 
other form of government upon her, aroused a 
not unnatural antipathy in subseyoen’ gonera: 
tions to this and ovory othor part of that sys- 
tem. But ovr iotisosst in happier times 
The supreme authority of the Word of God, aa 
to all matters binding 04 tho oontciepoo, can. 
not be disputed in a Jand of Bibles and Sun- 
day Sohools ; and men aro tow praying for 
some outward expreasion of that fundamental 
unity which underlies all Christian churches. 
.What thon more appropriate than that wo 
should frooly, without regard to the mandate 
of Pope or prayer book, unite our voices this 
morning, with the millions of Chriatendom in 
glad praise that Christ has covquored death, 
read with thom tho samo wenderfal story, 
and meditate upon its profound significance, 
Nature, too, invites us to behold in the loos: 
enlog of the ioy bands of winter, the openiog 
of our Saviour’s rooky sepulohre, and in tho 
resurrection of nature the emblem of tho ros- 
urrection of nature’s Lord, Now tho goni+l 
aun enters upon the northern wkier, and the 
full orbod moon sheds a continuous light upoa 
tho rejoicing oarth, 

Christianity is an historical faith. It doca 
not rest upon poetio atyle, or philosophic 
aphoriams, but apon facts. Ite dogmas are 
tho Iintorpretation of those facta, Tho former 
may bo overthrown, but while tho Iattor re- 
main Christianity oon peyer be overthrown, 
We noticod a few Sabbaths ayo that our view 
regarding any thoologtoal system would be 
detotmined by our view of the death of Christ. 
We whall show this morning, that our accept- 
ance or rejoction of Christianity itsolf, routs 
upon the truth or falsity of the story of tho 
resurrection, ‘Tbe sacred writers aro fully 
sonsiblo of thie, and soit, and not the orn- 
cifixion, ocouples the foromost place In thor

troth of their proachlog— arisen Saviour ; not 
& orucitiod Christ, but Christ oruoitiod and 
exalted; al.viog Jesus who is therefore ablo 
to save to the uttermost. 
their thoology, developed in tho Epistles, we 
find it resting, not primary on Calvary with 
ite cross of agony, but upon the garden and 
ite ompty tomb, (Read Rom. i 1-4; Heb. vii, 
25; 1 Cor, xv, 24-17) Intidel writers recog- 
nizo this as the contre «f th» Christian posi- 
tion, They cannot deny miraclis while this 
most stupendous miraclo stands. They cannot 
deny the stovement wh lo, this cecal of it re. 
mains unbroken, They cannot deny the God- 
bead of Jesus while this divine attestation of 
it stands unimpeached, 

We atake all our hopes, with the apostle, 
upon the truth of tho resurrection story, be- 
cause, 

I, If Christ be not risen, thon he wasa 
mere map, 

If the story of the Roman guard was true, 
then let us gather to-day with heavy hearts 
and woeping eyes around thet garden tomb, 
The seal is unbroken and the dead atill calmly 
slumbers within. He is gone: fairest of the 
sons of men, but only aman, “ We trusted 
that it had been he which should have ro- 
deemed Israel” but he is doad, What a 
marvellous life it was, 80 earnest, so loving, 
wo unsolfish, co blameless,eo brave. A manly 
scorn of pride, bypoorlsy, and wrong, yet a 
tender sympasby for the sinning and sorrowful 
that was moro than womacly. But he is 
gone, Crushed by the cruel malice and envy 
of men only the fragrance of his memory 
remains, A deladed enthusiast, the temple 
can never be rebuilt in three days,nor till the 
archangel’s tramp shall sound. The ‘sign 
of the prophet Jonas” has failed. He pro 
claimed himself the ** way, the truth and the 
life,” but treading in Hia footsteps we enter 
the gloom of ths sepulchre, aid the world 
still sighs for ita God incarnate 

But this gloomy picture is not true, *‘ The 
promise which way made unto the fathers, 
God hath fulfilled the same unto us their 
children, in that ho raised up Jesus again; as 
it iv written in the second psalm, “Thou art 
my Son, this day have 1 begotten thee.” 
He whose praise is sung ia every church in 
christendom to day, has proved His right to 
this homage as death’s conqueror, and man's 
divine redeemer, Not toa mere man have 
we raised the temples of our holy fai\b, but 
to one who has “loosed tho pains of deatb, 
because it ws not possible that he should he 
holden of it’ since he was ‘‘the Lord and 
giver of life.” Him the churoh proclaims 
** God of God, light of light, very God of very 
God, .. of one substance with the Father,” 
and ‘‘the right faith” she declares to be 
**this, that we believe and confess, that our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of God i« God and 
Man.” ‘Thou art the King cf Glory, O 
Christ, Thou art the everlasting Son of the 
Father.” 

If. If Christ be not risen, we havé no evi 
dence that God has accepted the atorement 
made, 

While it is true that he had power to lay 
down His life and to take it again, yet the 
resurrection is represented asthe act «f the 
Father, ** whom God hath raised up, having 
loosed the pains of death’’ (Acts 2: 24); (Read 
Rom, 8: Ll: Eph, 1;20; Col, 2;12). Bat if 
this be not so, and Christ has not been ‘* de- 
olated to be the Son of God with power” ‘by 
the resurrection from the dead,” then all the 
exulting propheoles of the Old Testament are 
cbanged to walls of bitterest disappointment. 
The confidence which sustained the sfilictad 
Job was a delusion for no ‘* Redeemer” Hives. 
Balaam was atill a falce prophet when he saw 
a “‘atar” rire “‘outof Jacob’ and ‘‘ a sceptre” 
“out of Ierael.’’ The joy which filled Abra- 
ham’s heart when he ** saw his day afar off 
and was glad” was born of an enbbusiast’s 
fanoy. The exultant straina of the seventy- 
second psalm are mere poetic fervor, and we 
with Israol to-day still wait with aching long- 
ings for the deliverer of whoms Isaiah speaks 
in the glorious fifty-third chapter of his 
prophecies, Paul is but speaking ‘*pusce, peace 
where there is no peaco when he declares that 
‘thy re is now no condemnation to them which 
are io Christ Jesus,” ** If Gol be for ue, who 
can be against us,” but who shall assure us 
that God is for us, unless wo can add “It is 
Christ that died, yea,rather that is risen again, 
who is even at the right band of God, who alzo 
maketh intercession for us,’ 


Rob us of a risen Savior, and you leaye un- 
answered the sgony which asks ‘‘How should 
maa be just with God”? The darkness of 
heathenism deacends once moro upon tbe 
world ; sia ia unpardoned ; inexorable justice 
strictly awaits the despairing sinner. Rather 
pluck the sun from the ftirmamont, and let 
Cimmerian darkness cover th» earth, than that 
the light of reconciled love which beams trom 
the glorified risen Saviour should be oxtin- 
guished. If we preach not Christ risen, we 
dare not preach Christ orucified,it would only 
mock our despair, But, blessed be God, it is 
not a doubtful thing. By the darkene! san 
wo know he died ; by the Mastern dawn we 
know he ross, By the quiveriog earth acd 
rending rocks we learn the signiticance of bis 
expiring ory ; by the stricken guards, and the 
descending angel we know our risen Lord, 
With tho oye of faith we oan picrce the skies, 
and see Him, as Stephen did, standing at tho 
right hand of the Father. In humbled oon- 
soiourness of sin we hear bim saying out of the 
glory that is brighter than noonday, ‘‘Saul 
Saul, why porsocutest thou mo,” and in aweotcst 
communtoa with His forgiving love, we kuow 
that Ho is not the shadow of a mighty namo, 
but a living presence, not adead man, but a 
diyine,an all sufficient,an ever-living Saviour. 

IIL. If Christ be not risen we haye no guar- 
antee of our own resurrection. 

If the atory of the resurrection be false, 
there is abaoluteiy no proof that any haman 
body :ball ever rise, Hopes and prosump- 
tions there msy be but not satisfactory proof, 
The Bible stands or falls asa whole. If tho 
story of the resurrection be a fablo, thon any 
suoh narrative from Gonosis to Revelation 
miay be another. J// it be true, there oan be 
no doubt whatever inthe matter, Ifit be 
not true, the earth is one vast charnel bou-e.

OTTAWA, April 5.—Tho Grit papors aro 
publishing f# Corroapt ndence purporting to 
havo takon place botwoon tho solicitors of 
the Christian Brothers and the Govern. 
ment of Canada relating to some property 
in Teronto which the Christian Brothors 
hed purchased from the Government at 
auction in 1867, the consideration being 
$8,000, one-tenth of which was paid at the 
time of sale. Tho balance was to have 
been paid by instalments, with interest at 
six per cent. The payments were not 
made, and the matter remained in statu 
quo till 1879, when on attempt was made 
to secure a aettlement of the outstanding 
liabilities in order to enable the Christian 
Brothers to obtain a deed, Mr, J. A, 
Macdonnell, of Toronto, was employed 

TO APPROACH THE GOVERNMENT, 

and he wrote a letter to Sir Charlos Tupper 
on the subject, dated 23rd January, 1879, 
but whether the letter published is that 
letter or not is something no one can tell, 
seoing that the letter in question,the memu- 
randum of Sir Charles Tupper, and the 
final anawor of the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment wore stolonand have been hawked 
round among newspapers for some time 
without the possessor finding any man so 
dishonorable as to purchase stolen docu- 
ments, which on the face of them indicated 
that they were stolen, The probability is 
that the man who would not hesitate to 
steal the documents, would not hesitate 
about interpolating words and sentences 
which were notin the original, At any 
rato the Government are only responsible 
for their own acts, and those acts wero :— 
Firat, the recommendation of Sir Charles 
Tupper, acting Minister of Public Works, 
dated May 22nd, that the property should 
be transferred to the Ohristian Brothers 
without the payment of the accrued inter- 
est, on condition of the immediate payment 
of the whole amount of the purchase money 
by the Christian Brothers : and second,the 
letter signed by F. Braun, in which the 
Minister of Public Works regrets that the 
view taken by the Government, as to the 
necessity of carrying gut the terms of the 
purohase (such purchase having been effact- 
ed by auction), has rendered it impossible 
for them toaccede to the representations 
made by him, (the Minister) on behalf of 
the Ohristian Brothers. These 


TWO DOCUMENTS SPEAK FOR THEMSELVES. 


The first one showa that it was several 
months after tho attention of the Goyern- 
ment was called tothe subject that the 
Minister made his report. He was in no 
great hurry, Matters took their usual 
course. There was evidently no extraordin- 
ary anxiety to conciliate the Archbishop. 
He was treated exactly as any other man in 
the country making an application to the 
Government. The Government did not 
approve of making an attempt to wean the 
Archbishop from his moppoeee regard for the 
Grits by such means, he Government of 
Sir John Macdonald took their time, and 
from January to May turned the subject 
over in their minds, and finally declined to 
accede to the wishes of the Archbishop in 
the matter, The facts as presented in the 
Grit organs are the strongest proof that the 
Government were not willing to do anything 
prejudicial to the public interests, and 
were not willing to depart from the usual 
routine even to conciliate an Archbishop. 
Passing away from the stolen documents, 
which were published by thoso who knew 
them to be stolen documents, we come to 
the letter purporting to have been written 
May 29:h, 1879, to J. A. Macdonnell, and 
in which appears the italicised words ‘ Sir 
John says he has little confidenca in the 
breed.” The letter, of course, could not 
be among the documents stolen, because it 
necessarily, if actually sent, was in tho 
possesion of Mr. Macdonnell,and could not 
have been among the stolen documents. 
Either then the thief must have gone to 
Mr. Macdonnell’s private papers in Toronto 
and hunted this particular letter out or 
must have forged it. He must have deter- 
mined upon adding a second theft to his 
first, or a second and greater crime to his 
first crime. On examination it looks re- 
markably like a 


CLUMSILY PREPARED FORGERY, 


In the first place it will be observed that 
while all the other documents given in the 
statement published by oné or two obacure 
journal are signed by the persons writing 
them, this document is without arly signa- 
ture, The concocter of the plot thought it 
better not to go too fer. He imagined that 
he might save himeelf by the cunning 
device of omitting the signature. In 
another easential he has proved himself a 
clumsy fabricator. The point of the whole 
thing lies inthe attempt toinduce the 
public to believe that Sir John Macdonald 
made a statement which Sir Charles Tupper 
endorsed to the effect that there was “‘little 
confidence to be placed in the breed,” 
meaning thereby, says the Grit organ, that 
the Roman Oatholica, or the hierarchy of 
that body, were entitled to but little con- 
fidence, The clumsy forger makes Sir 
Charles Tupper write this ina most con- 
fidiag way to a man who is himeelf one of 
that persuasion. Tho absurdity of such a 
concoction ia only equalled by its malice. 
‘The concocter over-reached himself, like 
many another villain, but independent of the 
fact that the internal evidence is strongly 
indicative of forgery, andthat the absence 
of a signature to the only one of the four 
documenta to which tho slightestimportance 
cau be attached is a remarkably suspicious 
circumstance. I have tho authority of the 
Minister to affirm in the most explicit and 
straight-forward way possible that he knows 
nothing about the letter, that he nevor 
Wrote it, never used such words in anyform, 
either in writing or verbally, and that the 
letter from beginning to end isa forgory. 
The olumaily prepared forgery will probably 
deceive none but those who have by strong 
partisan feeling been given over to a delu- 
sion to believe a lie. At the same time it 
is just as rrell to expose the fact that three 
of tho documents have been obtained by 
theft froma public depertment, and not 
only fasten no wrong doing on the Govern- 
mont, but actually show that the Govern- 


ment declined to seok the support of a 
prominent man by declining to agree to 
what, on # roview of all the circumstances, 
they thought would be prejudicial to the 
public interests; while the fourth, or un- 
signed lettor, of May 20th, is a aownright 
malicious forgery, fraud attempted to be

Canadian Finances 

Under this hoading the Monetary Times 
criticises,in a fair spirit,the financial condi- 
Hion of the Dominion as shown by Sir 
Leonard Tilley’s budget speech. Lts opinion 
as that of an expert in such matters, being 
worthy of reproduction, we make the fol- 
lowing extract :—‘‘ Results, it cannot be 
denied, hayo fairly yindicated tho Tariff 
Policy, Asan instrument for producing 
revenue, the tariff has exceeded tho expec- 
tations alike of friend and foe. The con- 
solidated revenue, which did not of course 
all come from oustomas, was $33,383,000, and 
the expenditure $27,067,000 last year ; tho 
surplus being §,316,000. Under ordinery 
circumstances, a surplus is an abnormal 
thing and, whon largo, is generally the result 
of a mistaken estimate of the year’s revenue. 
Sir Leonard Tilley has produced a surplus 
by deliberate design, on grounds ef policy 
which he stoutly defends. This is one of 
the points on which his policy naturally 
meets with critloism. The ground is taken 
against the Government that there ought 
to bono surplus, that only justenough to 
pay the expenses of tho Government ought 
to be taken from the poople in the way of 
taxation. Ina country with no debt te 
seduce and no public works to construct 

this cantention could not be gainaaid.

roow in a fainting fit, hor face covered with 
blood, On reviving from her swoon sho 
atated that she had beon attacked by armed 
mon ; the Parla newspapors related the cise, 
aud within three weeks two similar events 
oceurred ia the Frenoh metropolis, All these 
cases proved to be fabricated by the supposed 
victims, A young girl wounded horsolf lightly 
with # pjstol. Sho yave tho police authoritics 
the most minute detailsabout an imaginary 
asuassin, who, according to her sccount, 
fired the weapon, but she was found to be 
highly hysterical, and it was proved that 
she had wilfully wounded horself. Ino 
a third caso in Dr. du Saaulle’s experience, 
& young woman was found in ao railway 
carriage, stabbed in the left side, The 
incident caused great excitement, but 
it was proved, contrary to her assertions, that 
abe had inflicted the wound herself, aud was 
a hyeterical subject A housemaid was found 
lying behind a door, bound, gagged, aud ooy- 
ered with bruises, She stated that she had 
been brutally attacked by two burglars with 
blackened faces, but sho was a highly hycter- 
ical woman, and there appears to bave been 
strong evidence that she had contrived to tie 
her own hands and to geg aud brulee berrelf. 
Perhaps the strangest case of all occurred in 
M. Tardleu’s practice, A young lady, living 
at Courbevoie, wished to make herself an ob- 
ject of public interest by passing as a victim 
of a political conspiracy, which sho protended 
to have discovered. One night sho was fouod 
in a state of the greatest mental perturbation 
at the door of her apartment, She could not 
talk, but stated in writing that she had been 
attacked outside her own house by a man, 
who had attempted to garrote her, at the 
same time striking her twice with a dagger, 
Only the Jady’s clothing was injured, and the 
body of her dress end her corset were found 
to be cut through, but at different levels.

Birds and Telegraph Wires. 


A paper has been read before the Electro- 
techoio society of Borlin givirg some interest- 
ing particulars relative to birds and telegraph 
wires. In treeless districts the smaller birds 
in Germany are very fond of roosting both on 
poles and wires. Swallows frequently build 
undor the eaves where wires run into telegraph 
oflices,and actually stop work by causing con- 
tact between the wire and some neighboring 
body which will carry the electric current to 
the earth, Contacts witha like result are 
often caused by largo birds alighting on the 
wires and oacsing them to swing together 
and touch, Woodpeckers frequently pick 
holes through the telegraph posts,and no kind 
of preporation of the weod seems to stop them 
from doing so, Sulphate of copper, corrosive 
sublimate, chloride of zino, and other poisons 
have boen applied tothe wood as preserva- 
tives again rot; but the birds peck away at 
thom all the same. At the recent electrical 
exhibition at the Cryste] Palace os part cf one 
of these pocked posts was shown. ‘Ihe theory 
was thon broached that the woodpeckora 
mistook tho yibration of the attached wires 
for the hum of insécts, and attacked the post 
with the notion of getting at them. This 
theory is now combated on the grducd that 
dry poles are frequently infeated with ingecte, 
But wood saturated with the poisons named 
above must certainly be excepted, Tho wood- 
peckers have evidently not yet fund this out,

HFTH PARUAMENT—FIRST SESSION. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS, 
Monpay, April 10 
CHARITABLE ASSOCIATIONS, 

Mr. Oolby,in introducing « bill to amend 
and extend to the Dominion chapter 71 of 
the Consolidated Statutes ot Oanada, réa- 
peoting charitable, philanthropic, and pro 
Vident associations, said the Act, 
visions of which this bill proposus 
amend, ia chapter 71, an Act respecting 
charitable, philanthropic, and provident 
associations. The provisions of that Act 
are that any number of peravus may unite 
thomselvos ins society for charitable pur 
poses gonorally, It provides for the catab- 
lishment of branches, for incorporation, 
election of officers, &o. That Act is 
operative in its fullest sense, and indoed, 
its provisions have been extended in the 
Province of Quebec. Inthe Province of 
Ontario the substantial provisions of the 
Act are incorporated in a similar Act, and 
effective machinery has been supplied by 
which these provisions might be made op- 
erative, The object of this bill is to pro- 
vide that machinery in which the original 
Act seems to have been somewhat defect- 
ive, and to extend its provisions to those 
societies which are to be carried on in the 
Various provinces of the Dominion. He 
introduced another clause which includes 
within it volantary associations for the pro- 
motion of immigration. There are in 
various parts of the Dominion unincorpor- 
ated societies, who are endeavoring to 
promote the immigration of particular 
classes of immigrants, suited to the needs 
of particular localities, The object of the 
Act is to carry out the benevolent iaten- 
tions of Dominion chaper 71, and to do it 
ina cheap, inexpensive, and summary 
manner. 

The bill was read a first time. 


ORANGE INCORPORATION, 


On the order for the second reading of 
the bill to incorporate the Loyal Orange 
Association of British America, 

Mr. White (Hastings) said : Mr.Speaker, 
I shall have on this occasion to ask the in 
dulgence of the House while I make a few 
explanations regarding this bill. One of 
the members of the committee of the Orange 
Association in whose hand this bill was 
placed, wishes me havo it stand for another 
week, and another of its members wishes 
me to go on withit. When the bill came 
up 4 week ago, the leader of the Govern- 
ment asked me to allow it to stand. Of 
course, 1am aware that, no matter who 
leads the Government, the projector of a 
bill which is under consideration “always 
consults the leader of the Government in 
reference to it, and whenthe First Minis- 
ter asked to have the bill stand, it was 
with my permission. In order that there 
may be no difficulty about this matter, I 
desire to ask the furthor indulgence of the 
House to allow the bill to take its place on 
the order paper for another week, and by 
that time if tbe Worshipful Grand Lodge, 
who are to decide this question, do not 
not come to a conclusion what course 
to pursue, then, no matter whom 
I hurt, or whom I injure, IP will go on with 
the bill, I warn them now that I will have 
no more badgering or trouble about the 
matter. Iam not a member of the House 
wo be kicked about by any party. I think 
sir, | have been very badly treated all 
through in this matter. If the House will 
not grant mo this privilege, I am ready to 
go onwith the bill now. I am always 
ready. I wish to return my sincere thanks 
to the House for having already allowed the 
order to staid over, and] hope they will 
extend me this further courtesy. 

Mr. Pickard asked whether the general 
bill just introduced by the member for 
Stanstead (Mr, Colby) would not cover the 
ground proposed to be coveréd by the Or- 
ange bill? 

Mr. White (Hastings)—I wish to inform 
the hon. gentleman that I have had no 
communication with any party regarding a 
general bill. Individually, I want no gen- 
eral bill. What I want ls an Aot of inoor- 
poration for the Orange Association, and I 
am satisfied that nine-tenths of the mem- 
bors of the society want the same. I have 
nothing to do, direotly or indirectly, with 
the bill of the hon. member for Stanstead, 
and if 1 thought allowing the matter tu 
stand was going to jeopardize the bill, I 
would go on with it now. 

Mr. Blake pointed out that the time for 
reporting private bills would expire on the 
18th inat., and that the postponement asked 
would render it impossible to put the bill 
through this session. 

The bill was allowed to stand. 


PROVINCIAL AND DOMINION RIGHTS, 


tho pro- 
to 


Mr. Dawson moved for correspondence 
between the Government of the Dominion 
and the Government of Ontario in refer- 
ence to the disposal by the latter of lots 
covered by waterin the harbors of lakes 
Huron and Saperior to private individuals. 
In waking the motion, he stated that at 
Prince Arthur’s Landing and at Thunder 
Cape the Government of Ontario had sold 
lands under water, which had been previ- 
ously claimed by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, One of those sales consisted of part 
of the Dominion reserve, upon which build- 
ings had been erected by the Dominion 
Goyernment. A conflict of authority os to 
the podsession of these lands would lead to 
serious ombarrassmont, and he hoped that 
means would be taken to decide the quea- 
tion as to who was tho real owner of tho 
proporty. 

Mr. Blake—I think it will be found that 
the grant referred to by tho hon. gentlo- 
man Waé a propor one, aud that it was ox- 
pressly on condition that the grantoos 
should not interfere with navigation. 

Mr. Dawson—lI think tho grantat Silver 
Islet was made with a very proper object ; 
but these further grants aro at’ Prince Ar- 
thur’s Landing, and tho lands are taken up 


by spsoulators for the purpose of gotting 


somo claim which would be valuablo to 
thomselvos in the future, : 
Str John Macdonald—This is a vory im 


port mattor, aud the whole subject has 
beon roviewed and decided rocontly by the 
Supreme Court hore In o case coming 
from Prince Edward Island the court bas 
decided that granta by the Provinolal Goy- 
ernment of land covored by wator within 
the harbors of the Dominion aro ilogal and 
invalid. Tho decision has gone further 
than I thought it would go. While itis 
quite clear that the water whioh is thoro is 
within tho contro! of the Legislature horo,

yot I always thought that the land covered 
by water, whatover it might be worth, be- 
longed, subjeot to tho right of navigation, to 
the difforent provinces However, this de 

cision seems to controvert that, and it fa #o 
strony oud epoocilic inits termes that the 
Prince Edward Government have applied 
to the Dominion Government to pay for 
all their harbor improvements, on the 
ground that they belong to the Dominion 
and not to the provinoos. 

Mr. Blake—May'I ask the hon. gontle- 
manif that decision opplies to inland 
watera | 

Sir John Macdonald—I foncy it would 
Apply to inland waters, but I am not quite 
suro thatit does. The decision is not that 
below low watér mark tho land belongs to 
the Donninion, but it is the laud covered by 
water in every harbor. 

Tho motion passed. 

The night session was occupied by a dis- 
cussion of Mr. Hawkins’ motion asking for 
& cotnmitteo of enquiry into the conduct of 
the County Judge of Kent {n refusing to 
grouta recount in the Bothwell election 
caso. Mr, Hawkins enlarged at considerable 
longth ou whot he termed the injustice that 
had been dono to Mr. Stephens, Returning 
Olficer for Bothwell, by the Liberal Press, 
and acsused Judge Bell of haying conspired 
with the Liberals to secure tho election of 
Mr, Mills. 

Mr..Cameron (Huron) considered the 
motion was improper and quoted a number 
of precedents to show that if the Judge was 
to be impeached by the House if could only 
be by petition. 

Sir John Macdonald agreed with him 
that the motion wasan improper one, as 
the Bothwell election case was sub judice, 
and asked Mr, Howkins to withdraw it. 

Mr, Blake objected to to the motion 
being withdrawn, as the charges had been 
made openly against Judge Bell by Mr. 
Hawkins, and it would be unfair to with- 
draw it without giving him au opportunity 
of making a statement if he desired, just as 
he would have if the matter had been 
brought up on petition. 

_ After some remarks on technical points 
in connection with the matter by Sir John 
Macdonald, and afew remarks from Mr. 
Hawkins, the motion was declared lost, 
and the House adjourned at midnight.

SCARE IN A CHURCH, 

Cuarceston, 8, O,, April 11,—For woeka 
the poople in this section have boen greatly 
oxoited over an epidemic of mad dogs. Ten 
dogs havo boon shot, Laat night while tho 
congregation at Dayldson Presbyterian Col- 
lege was engaged in prayer, a supposed mad 
dog ran up the aisle, foaming and howling. 
Tho churoh was crowded, and a panio onsued, 
Men, womon, and cbildren attempted to got 
out ; some mounted benches, while the pastor 
loaped to the top of tho pulpit, ofying ‘' kill 
it! kill it!” One of the worshippers fired 
twice at the dog, and othera with dances and 
spittoons beat the dog to death. Some of the 
womon fainted, and others were badly bruised.

The Minister ot Inland Reyouue intro- 
duced 4 resolution to give Winnipeg power 
to appoint an Inspector of Grain, and to 
provide that flinty Fife wheat, when grown 
in Manitoba or the Northwest, may be in- 
spected as higher than No, 2, 

MILITIA, 

In moving the second readiny of the bill 
consolidating and amending the several 
Acts relating to tho Militia sud defence of 
Oanada, Mr, Oaron referred with pride to 
the military history of the Dominion, and 
gave an outline of our militia system, 
which he regarded as credit to the coun. 
try. In addition to consolidating the ex- 
isting «laws, tho bill provides for some 
changes, There will now only be two 
kinds of militiamen, active and reserve 
which will apply to both the land and ma. 
rine forces. It is proposed to divide a 
troop of cayalry between Kingston and 
Quebeo, half being attached to B battery 
and halfito A battery. Tho most important 
feature of the bill 1s a provision for three 
schools of infantry instruction, which will 
be invaluable for training officers. If the 
bill becomes law, it is the intention of the 
department to issue commissions only to 
persons holding certificates from these 
schools. The bill farther provides for the 
Sppointment of 4 Quarter-master General, 
and contains new regulations regarding 
court-martials and other matters. 

Tho debate which followed brought all 
the military men in the House to their 
feet, and others besides, 

Mr, Vail, Minister of Militia in the Mac- 
kenzie administration, considered it his 
duty to say something, but he got off noth- 
ing of any account further than protesting 
that the Department in giving large orders 
for clothing in Britain was not observing 
the protection policy of the Government. 
wat tn8 epproprrationt rornaden 
was toosmall, It should be one million 
dollars at least. 

Mr. Ross, of Middlesex, argued that tho 
contemplated changes were in the wrong 
direetion, The Department should devote 
its attention to improving the menin drill 
and general proficiency rather than pro- 
viding further training for the officers, who 
were welltrained already. He protested 
against the appointment of a Quarter- 
master-General as being altogether un- 
necessary, and said the time had come 
when the Major-General of Militia should 
be a Canadian officer. 

When the House went into Committe 
on the bill some passages occurred between 
the leader of the Opposition and the Minis- 
ter of Militia. Finally Mr. Caron moved 
that the Committee rise snd report pro- 
gress, which was done. 

The House adjourned at 11.40.

A lottor from the Bahamas says: A 
volume could be written about the habits 
and traite of the tropical sharks, In tho 
teeming fish life of these tepid waters they 
find abundant food, all the more easily 
captured because of the transparency of 
the nea. It follows that there is an enor- 
mous development of shark life, both as to 
number and Species, as compared witli 
more tomperate ocean climes, In his 
relations with the fishermen the shark is a 
vile marplot. You may be gleefully haul- 
ing in fieh after fish, and congratulating 
yourself on ou hour or two of sport. Snd- 
denly just as you have started a four- 
pounder upward, you see a gleaning white 
flash, Pall rapidly as you will, you will 
pullin, vain. Thirty feet more of ling, it 
may be,are drawn in,when the hook seems 
to strike w rock. Perhaps the check is but 
momentary ; then on drawing in you find 
only the head of handsome fish whose body 
has gone into Mr. Shark’s maw.

Farm Buildings 


Sinoe a connidorablo part « f larmor’s 
capital is locked up in farm baildinys, bis suc 
coas or failaro often depends upon the extent 
and character of thia olass of investments. 
The money spent in buildings, especially in 
the caro of the farmer who is in debt or whove 
ladd needs improvement to mske it produces 
to a protit, should be limited to that whioh is 
nocessary for uso and comfort. Por instance 
the desire for display and extravagance in the 
mattor of the home has often crippled the 
farmor's offorte to improve the farm, A house 
too costly in ite construction haa bon the 
ruin of mauvy afarmer, sloce the larger the 
buildiug the groater the expense of furnishivg 
heating and keeping in order. Houses cost 
ing $5,000 to $5,100 éach’are unsuited to tho 
reqairoments of avoroge farimera, Noar largo 
cities, where farming is of tho amateur atyle 
rather than of the practical, such oxponsive 
structures may not be out of place, but many 
of our best aud moat prosperous farmora would 
not oxchangethoir humbler and moro com- 
fortable houses for those pretensious mansions 
oven atequal coat, The oxponve of repairing, 
painting and keeping up a large house, and 
tho covt of heating it during the cold season, 
aro not offset by the incroased atylo and grand- 
eur. The ocoupanocy of expenalye premises is 
apt to stimulate habita of oxtravagance in 
other respects, 

Farmers in the finest agricultural rogions 
of Pennsylvania have immense farms which 
are an index of the productive capacity of 
their fertile avres, yet these samo oultiyatora 
have but amall and often inconvenient houses 
for themselves, Perhaps the economic ideas 
of those sober Dutch settlers have bean push- 

ed to an extreme, and their own comfort msy 
be sacrificed to a certain extent; yet this fault 
is more easily remedied than that of extra 
vagant outlay, When the farm is thoroughly 
improved and the barns and sheds are jn 
good shapo it is comparatively easy fora far- 
mer to put up almoat any kind of a residence 
for himself aud family that good taste and 
good jadgment may suggest, To reverse 
this order by first erecting a costly mansion is 
not so protitableo, as many men have found 
to their cost. . The fine, expensive houseadda 
nothing to the farmer's ability to bring up the 
prednotive capacity of his farm, The good 
barn, particularly if it has awarm basoment 
for keeping stock, does add yery materially to 
the possibilities of the farm, 

The judicious planning and erection of farm 
buildings demands the carefal thought of the 
experienced farmer, The conventenoce of far- 
mers will be greatly promoted by placing the 
farm buildiogs, and especially the barns, as 
nearly as p.ssible in the centre of the tilled 
land. The crops haye to bs drawn to, and 
the manure from, the main baro, and the 
saving of carriage from having the bara cen- 
trally located is an important item in the 
economy of the farm. Very often it is the 
point which determines whether the farm, or 
the outlying portions at least, shall be profit- 
able or othorwise. We have knowa many 
farms whero the far off lots, receiving little or 
no manure, havo steadily grown poorer until 
they become too unproductive for profitable 
culture Ona farm of fitty acres or less this 
difference in distance between the fields is 
less noticable; but on larger farma tho best 
security for general distribution of manure 
will be found in having the barns and bara- 
yard as nearly in the centre of the farm as 
other conditlons «vill permit, For the samo 
reason the building should not be located ona 
ateep hill or in a desp hollow. 

Tho barns for aheak. should,if possible, front 
to the cast or south, so that the barnyard may 
bo partially sheltered from the severest winds, 
Where there is an elevation of a few feet it is 
easy to construct a deep basement, with a 
comparatively slight rise above the surface 
for a roadway. The basement should, if pos- 
sible, be nine foot deep, and with wide doors, 
so that waggons for drawing manure or grain 
may be driven under it. Ono of ‘the bost ar- 
rengements of this kind is a trap-door at one 
side the floor, down which bags of grain. may 
be slid upon the waiting wagon bolow, thus 
saying the heaviest labor of lifting. The sawe 
trap-door is also handy tor throwing down 
hay or other:teed to be diatributed to thostook 
below. 

Every basement barn should be supplied 
with a olstern in the corner best protected 
from the cold; to hold water for stock. The 
rain-fall on a barn of ordinary #ize, say 40x60 
or 80 feet will, in average years, keep an 50- 
barrel cistern full enough at ony season, A 
cistern of too large dimensions is not desir. 
able,as it is very important that it be cleaned 
out occasionally, and the smaller the recepta- 
ole the more frequont the opportunity tor 
eldansing, ‘The water for stock can be drawn 
from near the bottom of the cistern, and by 
regulating tho flow it may be allowed to run 
all the time, #0 that the ordinary demands of 
the stock may keep water in the drinking tub 
from overflowing. The advantage of having 
good water at all times under cover and always 
unfrozen in winter, is very great in respect to 
ali kinda of stock. Milch cows often suffer, 
causiog decrease in their yield of milk, rather 
than go a fow rods from comfortable quart: ra 
for a eupply of water, If the requisite wator 
is provided under shelter, cows will drink 
several times per day and will be ia no danger 
of overloading their stomachs at any ove time 
with a large quantity of oold water. 

Ono of. the most important of all farm 
buildings is a shed for storing waggons and 
various farmimploments, Lt is bottor in tho 
storage of waggons to have tho floor of earth 
rather than of boardr,:but-the shed shou'd bo 
made tight above and at the sides, to exclude 
rain, snow and drying winds, On moyt fara, 
soveral hundréd dollars’ worth of farm tools 
are exposed to the weather which might bo 
honsed in a building that noo! not cont nore 
than $50 to. $75, The saving in sotting wg: 
gon tires alono will noarly pay tho into ot 
on the cost of a buildivg to keep thom under 
cover,” Tbe bon house shoult rarely or never 
be placed close to tho, grain or house barir, 
and absolutely never whore the bons oan got ob 
the tovle and waggone to’roost on thom, ‘Ihe 
manare that hens make will well pay for 
housing them ot all seasons, while their capa 
city for profitable egg production demaude 
that tho house be entirely comfortable ia win- 
tor, If possible, it should bo so arrasged as 
to give # southorn or oastern exposure ; and if 
built of boards, sbould at leavt bo double 
battoned asa protection sgainst ovld — 
American Cultivator.

HER ROYAL HIGHNESS’S LIFE IMPERILLED BY 
FIKRE—A NARROW FSCAPE 


New "York, April 12,—ihe Charleston 
(South Carolina) News publishes tho following 
correspondence from Bermuda, dated the 25th 
March : 

‘It is not genorally known here, that the 
Princess Louise's life was imperilled by fire on 
the night of the 26th inat, Tho Princess had 
retired as usual on Monday night, but was 
awakoned about midnight by the presence ot 
suffocating amoke, Once awakened she raw 
that hor apa)tments were on fire, She 
aroused the household, and foratimo in- 
tenso excitement prevailed, the scrvanta 
hurrying to and fro, carrying water to chook 
the fire, and the ladies in waiting, fearing 
that tho Princesa had received somo injary, 
added to the confusion by occasional 
hysterics! screams, Once the fire was cut, 
and all were satisfied that Her Royal Highnoes 
had not sustained the slightest mjury save the 
severe shook occasioned by the discovery of 
the fire, the house resumed its usual quiet, It 
is not known how the fire originated, bot as 
the day had been damp and obilly a fire had 
been kindled in the grate of the Prinoess’s 
bed chamber, and {tis believed that the fire- 
place was not secure, and in some mysterious

The Beginning of the End. 


The result of the election on February 
27th of members to serve in the Untario 
Legislature was at once noknowledged by 
the Globe to be a severe disappointment to 
the friends of the Governmeat, who had 
expected that the majority which had 
obeyed Mr, Mowat’s beck and call in the 
tourth Legislature would be but slightly, if 
at all, decreased in consequence of the ap~ 
peal to the people.

By dint 
of persistent coaxing, the supporters of the 
Government have been induced to put up 
the necessary $1,000 ip a few cases in order 
to offset the action of their opponents, but 
still the galling fact remains that the peti. 
tions filed sgainst the Grit members-elect 

* considerably outnumber those entered 
against Conservatives. Tho, Globe is far 
sighted enough to perceive that, in all 
human probability, this is but the beginn- 
ing ofthe end. It knows that all the 
usual devices of its party were freely re- 
sorted to in the Iate contest—that bribery, 
intimidation and all the arts of the ox-

the full partioulars of tho affair had not 
roached them, but the news some had ob- 
tained made the subject partioularly inter- 
esting, especially as this was the firat case 
of burglary and safe cracking that has oo- 
curred here in a numbor of years. 
THE FIRST VERSION OF THE AFFAIR 
was as follows: The workmen employed in 
the Axe Factory go to work at a very early 
hour, Some of them were on hand 
at four o'clock this morning and were pre- 
paring for the labors of the day, when they 
wore startled by the nojse of an explosion 
which bore indications of having occurred 
in the business office of the establishment. 
The men rushed to tho sidewalk, when they 
saw two men scampering off down Mill 
street, Pursuit was at once instituted, the 
number of pursuers being added to as the 
chase proceeded. The safe crackers were 
found to number but two, and they were 
fast runners, as those who were aftor 
them soon learned. The chase resolved 
itself into a go-as-you-please. The workmen 
were burdened with their dinner pails, but 
those they cast aside. Over theupper bridge 
the chase was continued, and the flight of 
the fugitives was pursued up North Front 
street and over the Jamieson Road, which 
isa continuation of that street. When 
the burglars reached Bleecker’s woods, on 
the west side of the road,they made for the 
shelter they fancied could be secured there, 
and though they were agood distance in 
advance, their pursuers were atill in the 
race, and as determined as ever. By the 
aid of the snow in the woods the 
tracks of the burglars were followed, and as 
they kept on together the trail was readily 
followed, Over logs and fallen trees and 
through the swampy places of that section 
tho chase was kept up, and eventually the 
burglars headed for the city, with those 
who were following them in close pursuit. 
Finally they reached the Holloway strect 
Methodist church, and deeming that 
sacred edifice a secure retreat, thoy 
broke open one of the hasement win- 
dows and entered the buiiding. They 
then ascended into the church proper, and 
after entering the gallery ascended the 
tower, going as high as they possibly could, 
and, as they probably thought, beyond the 
reach of those following them. The pur- 
suers surrounded the church, determined 
that the men should not escape, and then, 
at six o'clock, an officer was sent for. Po- 
licoman Newton was alone on duty at the 
Station, and he at once responded. Out- 
side the church, the gathering of people 
increased, and when the news was brought 
down town that the burglars had been 
“treed” in the church tower, people began 
to flock there from all directions. Newton 
ascended the steeple, but it was so dark 
within that for a time he was unable to see 
the parties he was in search of. At length 
he descried them on the topmost part, his 
firat sight of any part of them being their 
boots. He spoke to them, but no reply was 
given, neither could they be induced to 
descen! from their lofty perches. Serg’t 
MoCrudden was sent for, and came upon 
the scene shortly after half-past seven. 
Again was the demand made that the men 
should come down, and at length one of 
them responded, and was immediately taken 
charge of. On being questioned about his 
partner, he stated that he was not ‘‘ up 
there,” pointing towards the top of the 
steeple, but Newton investigated and soon 
induced his man tocome down. Both par- 
ties were then handcuffed and brought to 
the police station, where they were thor- 
oughly searched, but nothing of moment 
was found on their persons, After being 
placed in the cells they gave their names as 
Frank Johnson and Thoinas White, but 
these names are probably fictitious. The 
men sre entire strangers to this city. 
HOW THEY WENT TO WORK. 

Baker's blacksmith shop,a short distance 
north of the Axe Factory, was first visited

through a window, and took therefrom a

The annual report of the Minister of 
Education for Ontario for the your 1882 is 
& cumprohohsive work, includingnot only 
the oducational statistics for 1881 and Or- 
dors in Opuncil and circulara rulating to 
educational affsira issued last year, but also 
roports onthe Kindergarten. system, and 
on the Normal Schools and condition of 
secondary and elomontary education in the 
United States, 


RECKIVIN AND EXPENDITURES, 

Tho receipts for public sehool purposes 
in 1881 were $5,209,238.; of this amount 
$258,297 was apportioned from the legisla- 
tive grants; the municipalitios fand, sur- 
plus distribation, and minor sources con- 
tributed $1,455,747; the county rites 
$896,808, and home rates $1,455,747. Al 
together there was an increase of $4,409 in 
the receipts over those of 1880. The total 
expenditure was $2,844,271 or $22,218 
more than in the previous year. It is 
gratifying to learn that, with the increasing 
wealth and refinement of the people, an 
increasing interest istaken in the posses- 
sion of better aud more comfortable echool 
buildings, The expenditure on new build- 
ings and repairs and the small but decreas- 
ing rent bill of the schools amounted to 
$724,229, an increase of $40,578 over 
1880. Koman Vatholic Separate Schools 
show receipts of $137,073, an indrease of 
$200,and an expenditure of $123,723, High 
Schools and Oollegiate Lustitutes are 
credited with receipts of $371,250 and an 
expenditure of $345,850, The latter is 
$68,079 and the former $61,059 less than 
in 1880, 

SCHOOLS AND PUPILS, 

The school population of the Province 
between five and sixteen years of ago, ac- 
cording to the returns of 1881, was 484,224: 
the number of pupils between the same 
ages, 459,826, and of other ages 16,442, 
The boys in attendance were considerably 
more numerods than the girls, the figures 
standing respectively, 251,661 and 224,607. 
OF children within the school ages 29,143, 
or 1,052 less than the previous year, are 
reported as not attending any school,though 
it is not to be inferred that the education 
of these was being neglected ; for to say 
nothing of private instruction, 4f a fair 
estimate for boys and girls under 16 attend- 
ing College and High Schools be made, the 
total number of school children receiving a 
public education is 475,428, leaving only 
8,796 —out of nearly half & million—witb- 
out a school edtication. 

The attendance at the Separate Scbools 
was 24,819, and at High Schools 12,135. 
The number of Public Schools in the Pro- 
vince was 5,278 ; Separate Schools, 195; 
High Schools, 104, Of the 5,278 Public 
Schools reported, 4,150, or 86 per cent., 
voluntarily opened and closed with religi- 
ous exercises. The schools, rural as well as 
urban, were kept open on the average all 
but a few days of the time permitted by 
law. The dosire to save in this respect has 
evidently mado no progroes even in the 
poorest sections of the country. 


THE TEACHERS, 


The Public School teachers employed 
number 6,922 ; of whom 3,362 were males 
and 3,660 females, The average salaries 
are yet too low for the merits, attainments, 
and character of the teaching profession, 
Tho average in counties for males was $384, 
in cities $755, in towns $562; and for 
females in counties $240, in cities $330,and 
in towns $221.

AGRICULTURE. 
Annual Report of the Dominion 
Minister. 


THE IMMIGRATION LAST YEAR. 


Orrawa, April 12,—The report of the 
Minister of Agriculture for 1882 was laid 
beforo Parliament to-day. The acting 
Deputy Minister reports a large increase tn 
the number of pure bred cattle and sheep 
imported, while the cattle export trade 
shows a decrease as compared with 1881. 
The total cattle exporta wero 35,738 as 
againet 45,535 in 1881; 16,145 cattle and 
233,602 sheep were exported to the United 
States compared with 7,558 cattle and 264,- 
910 sheep in 1881, A large increase is 
reported in the phosphate industry, tho 
exports in 1882 amounting to 17,181 tons, 


patent fees received during the year am- 
ounted to $60,811 against $52,856 In 1881. 
112,458 immigrants settled in Oanada dur- 
ing the past year, while 80,692 peraons 
passed through to points in the United 
The origins of the emigrants who 
arrived in the Dominion are only reported 
at Quebec, and for the last year there ar- 
rived at that port 20,881 English, 8,195 
Irish, 4,617 Scotch, 1,024 Germans, 8,270 
Scandinavians, 50 Fronch, 1,375 Jews, 
270 Ruesians, and 120 of ‘other origina, 
Of these 3,280 woro formers, 16,629 In- 
borers, 1,420 mechanics, and 17 clerks. 
The number of children brought out under 
the auspices of the charitablo aocictios and 
individuals was 1,048. “Assisted passages 
wore granted at the rate of £4 sterling for 
laborers and mechanics, £2 10s, for domes- 
tio servants, and £3 for agrioultural labor- 
ors, without families, Tho total expondl- 
ture for immigration last yoar was $346,042 
and tor quarantine, $57,395. In 1881 the 
expenditure was, $206,180 for immigration 
and $36,700 for quarantine, Mr. Douglas 
Brymnor furnishes an interesting report on 
the archives, showing that the work of ool- 
lecting documents bearing on the early 
history of Canada is progressing well under 
his supervision. A large number of volumes 
of the Haldimand and Boquet collections 
copled In the British museum, have been 
received. Mr, Brymuer urges tho neces 
sity for increased space in the archive 
rooms, ‘The report of Sir A, T. Galt states 
that 651,509 lmmigrantes loft British ports for 
Osanade during the year 1882 

Tho Customs arrivals in 1881 wore 15,404 
The Custom arrivals in 1882 wore $0,504 
The Minletor calla attention to tho fact 
that whilat in 1881 the number of Oana- 


dians reported in the Oustoms returns was 
9,821, it Inst yoor reached 20,857, or more 
than double, Tho vory largo influx of 


| sottlors from tho United Statos, the major 
part of whom wore returned Unnedians, Is 
undoubtedly due to the prosperous timos 
which have prevailed, tho groat atimulas 
which has been given to meauufactnring 
industries,and the opeping up of new lands 
inthe North West. The valuo of the 
personal offects of the 350,554 enterod at the 
customs houses as settlors, goods amounted 
in 1882 to $925,612, ayainst $437,425 in 
1881.

Besides this very large amount in money 
and property,» large amount unascertained, 
and which it is impossible to approximate, 
was brought into Manitoba. In addition 
there were the very considerable yalues in 
tools, implements and effects. Judging 
from the opinions expressed by bank mana- 
gere and others conversant with exchange, 
the amount of money taken to Manitoba by 
intending settlers during 1882 was ‘very 
considerable, It was stated by a banker that 
£8,000,000 were on deposit in Winnlpog, 
which had beon taken in for investment be 
fore the middle of the year. Taking the 
lowest caloulation,balf of the amount speci- 
Ged as brought in from abroad,and adding 
this to the cash and value of effects actually 
ascertained in the other provinoes, the sum 
of $7,171,502 would make a moderate esti- 
mate as new capital in 1882.

A METEOR COVERING AN AGRE AND 175 FEET 


Terfible Bffects ot its Descent. 


For Worrn, Toxas, April 16 —A despatob 
from Williams Ranch seya: At two o'clock 
yosterday morning a» moteor fell at the out- 
skicts of the town, killing several cattle and 
destroying tho dwelling of Magtinez Garcia, 
who, with his wife and five children, were 
buried bsneath theruins, Tho meteor re- 
sembled a massive ball of fire, and the shock 
of its fall wansimilar to that of an carth- 
quake. The meteor fs still hot and steaming. 
It is embedded in the earth probably one hun- 
dred feet, and towers above the surface 
seventy tive feet and willoovor about one 
acre, The concussion was terrific, Nearly 
every windowin thetown was shattered, 
People were hurled violently from their beds, 
and goods in storehouses were thrown from 
the shelves. No lives were lostas far as 
known, except the Garola family, although 
aeveral buildings fell, The oattle fled in every 
direction. The sir was filled with sulphuroos 
gas, The wildest confusion prevailed. This 
is the largest metoor that has over fallen, and 
has already been yisited by many poople, It 
occasioned great excitement all over the sur-

Monpay, April 16, 
THE ARSON: CASE. 

When the Court resumed at 1.30 this after- 
noon, the attendance was large and gradually 
increased. The interest centered in the trial 
of Frank Lookerty, against whom the Grand 
Jury had returned two true bills. The prison- 
er was brought into court and took a seat in 
the dock. He was neatly dressed but locked 
thin and pale,

It will be noticed that the conferring of the 
franchise upon unmarried women Is the only 
Liberal feature in the bill. As to that feature 
it is, we are pleased to say, & truly Liberal 
measure, but we shall be very much surprised if 
the majority of the present House do not take 
the first opportunity of eliminatiog a ope 
tion which seems sadly out of place amid its 
surroundings. 

The organ’s logic seems to us to be very 
lame. If the conferring of the franchise 
upon unmarried women be.a good thing, 
and the only good feature in the measure 
atthat, why throw it out? The organ’s 
counsel to that effect is understandable 
only on the ground that it fears the great 
majority of the ladies favor the Conserva- 
tives.

Spring Assizes 


Robert Fishor, after belog aworp, corroborat- | 


ed a portion of the proceding witne ea’ toati- 
mony in which reference was mate to him, 
and thought the priconors wore the men who 
came out of the office ; Peltior,Corecallen and 
witness continued tho pursuit along the 
Madoo road, and when on the College Hill the 
two men wore discerned about a half mile 
ahead. Whon thoy raw they were pursued 
they ran into Bleeoker’s woode, through whioh 
they wore tracxed, Witness got as near them 
as 25 feot,and as it was daylight then he oould 
identify thom, The efter part of the chase 
was then describod and tholr subsequent oap- 
ture in the church.

1 would know the 
prisoner's handwriting, I think the writing 
on these notes ia his; (in one note he 
asked Chinney Brown to buy him some 
tine saws and throw them over the 
fence around the gaol and he could get 
them. Hoe thought he could thus easily get 
out.) When the note was first given me the 
paper appeared plain without writing. 1 held 
the paper on the stove and the writing then 
appeared, ‘Ihe writing was done with milk, 
(The other note was to Chinney Brown asking 
to let him (the prisoner) know how things 
were outside, He expressed anxiety about 
the saws and aiso asked that a rope ladder bo 
thrown over the gaol wall about six o’clook.) 
Other notes passed but I considered them 
unimportant and tore some of them up, 

Cross examined.—I never saw Lookerty’s 
writing ; the notes usually sent by him were 
written in ink ; I found the notes in the bas 
ket as it went back; a prisoner told me about 
milk writing, about the time Frank came to 
the gaol; there was another party named 
Smith in gaol while Frank was in; Smith was 
liberated after being in about a month; I don’t 
know if there is a rocord of when he went 
out; Smith was in when those nots were sent 
out. (The notes wore dated March 24th and 
26th.) 

The Crown here rested their oase, and the 
defonce called James W. Cronkrite, who tea- 
tified as follows: I ama night watchman, and 
am paid by private subscription; I was em- 
ployed from Peo'r 4th to March 3rd; I went 
to Shultz’s with my subsoription paper; he 
aald ‘'Go around and see who you oan get, and 
when you come back we'll put our name to if,” 
I got 36 names; I again went to Shultz’s, and 
was going to see the old gentloman Shultz, 
when I was stopped by the young man, who 
said *' 1 won't give a cent”; ho said “ I’m in- 
sured, and am going to do my own watching.’ 
Ho said ‘if it burns, let it burn; [}1 get my 
pay; I'll tell you,” be said, “T don’t want 
you to come around my back door, for the 
firét man I catch there I’/l shoot.”’ He far- 
ther eaid ‘‘I’ll tell you in time to keep away, 
you'll get shot.” I never told Shultz that I 
suspected Frank Lockerty of the Retallack

Cross examined—I think the burned mark 
on the sash produced has been put on since I 
saw it firet. 

Wm. J. Baker, sworn,—lI hoard of the fire 
spoken of on the night it ocourred ; I examin.

I could not see any signs of fire there ; if the 
batting was tired it would dlseolor white 
palnt. 

The cross oxamination did not reveal any- 
thing. 

Miles BE, Rankins gave evidence somewhat 
similar to that of Baker. 

Solomon Vermilyea bad examined the out 
side of Shultz's premises for indications of the 
tire having been set on the outside, but could 
not find avy; his opinion at that time was 
that the fire had not been set from the out- 
side ; Lockorty’s house was well furnished, 
and Shultz’s placo ould not be burned unless 
Lovkorty’s was ; the boy's reputation is good

The Orange Bill Again Dis- 
cussed. 
THE MEASURE REJECTED. 
Monpay, April. it) 

Mr, Whito (Lastings), on rising to move 
the sogond reading of the bill for the incer- 
poration of the Loyal Orange Adsociation 
of British North America; said :—Whoen I 
introduced this billinto this House, I por- 
haps spoke a little too hastily 10 replying to 
the member for Montreal East (Mr. Cour- 
sol), He,however, had left the impression 
upon my mind previously that he was not 
going to move the six month’s hoist to the 
bull. When I tound that he did not moye 
it, I eaid he was acting the coward. If I 
was wrong in the impression I formed, I 
am sorry for the remark I made, for it is 
not my desire to injure the feelings of any- 
body in this House onthis or any other 
question, I may say that, eo far as this 
billis concerned, it waa not my wislr that I 
should be its introducer. When I was 
asked to take charge of it, I advised my 
friends to give it into the hands of amember 
better able to carry.it through the House 
than myself, I asked them to putitinto the 
hands of the “hon. gentleman from Simooe 
(Mr. McOarthy), the hon. gentleman from 
North Victoria (Mr. Oameron), or the hon. 
gentleman from Lincoln (Mr. Rykert),any- 
one of whom, by reason of his force of char- 
acter,industry,and moderation,could better 
have promoted the interests of the biltthan 
I can ; but I have been requested to take 
charge of it, and I have done so, hoping to 
seo it placed shortly on the statute book of 
my country. Now, co far asthis measure 
is concerned,! may say we had a bill of this 
kind before the Local Legialature of Untario, 
{t passed the House, but the Lioutermant 
Governor’s assent to it was reserved. A 
bill of this kind has passed in New Bruns- 
wick, and is law to-day. ‘It has also passed 
in Nova Scotia, It has been passed, too, 
in Prince Edward Island. But it has not 
become law there, the Goyernor’s assent 
not having been recsivéed. During the last 
year a bill something similar to this passed 
the Local House of Manitoba. When that 
bill was brought before the House, the 
Catholic members asked the advice of those 
holding prominent positions in the Church 
as to the course they should adopt regard- 
ing it, and they were told not to oppose it. 
It was a grand, kind, and sympathetic act 
on the part of Archbishop Tache to give 
such advice, but the Goyernor, on the ad- 
vige of the present Firat Minister of that 
Province, did not affix his signature to the 
bill, and it has not becomé law. Now, Mr. 
Speaker, some years ago a bill something 
similar to the present weasure was before 
the old Parliament of Upper and Lower 
Canada at that time. I see on the division 
list the names of Sir George Cartier, Sir 
John Macdonald, and Hon. George Brown 
as voting for the bill. Mr. Brown—and 


we all regret that he was cut-off by tho” 


assassin’s bullet-—knew what was the right 
thing to do, and wished the country to be 
governed wisely and well, Then let me 
say of the hon. leader of the present Gov- 
ernment, that a great deal of his success in 
life is due to his anxtous desire to see all 
parties contented and all societiés enjoying 
equal righte,—and I must not forget Sir 
George E, Oartier, who voted twice for the 
bill on the same day. (Hear, hear.) I have 
yet to learn that he was nota true-hearted 
Frenchman, that he was not devoted to the 
Church of whichhe was member, and to 
the people|whoselanguage he spoke. (Hear, 
hear,) At all events he voted for the bill, 
which | fear some gentlemen from his pro- 
vince, having faith in the same Ohurch,are 
not going to do now that the second reading 
of the messure has been thoved. It had 
been stated that l hold an office in this 
society ; let me say that that statement is 
not correct. [ am ove of its humblest mem- 
bers, and have held no office in connection 
with ic for the last five years. Tam ovnfident 
that it will be some time before I hold any 
oflice in the Association, not ‘that I shrink 
from the responsibility, but I have not the 
time to attend to it. But what do we ask 
for} What do we require from this hon. 
House? Simply, as I have said before, the 
right to buy a piece of land and to erect a 
building *thereon, in which to hold our 
meetings, and the right to dispose of that 
property when we haye done with it, Iam 
contidentb that the proceeds of such sales 
will be placed in a” fund for the support of 
the orphans and widows of the society. 
Why should we be. refused this privilege ? 
Task any hon. gentleman—I care not to 
what province or creed or political party 
he belonga—I ask why, in the name 
of honesty and common sense, should 
any party of men who have are loyal to the 
Orown, who are ready at all times and un- 
der all circumstances to go forth in defence 
of the homes and firesides of the country, 
aud who pay taxes in support of the Goy- 
ernment, be deprived of the right to hold 
a piece of property for their own use? 
There must be-some secret reason for this 
refusal, and «I would like to know it. I 
hayé been told that in discussing this ques, 
tion I must speak cautiously, and must not 
use expressions that would give offence to 
anyone. Ono of the principles of our inati- 
tution is to be slow to take offence, and 
offer none. Ido not intend, whether this 
bill is defeated 6r'not, to use one word 
that will offend anyone; but let my just 
say this, that wa are anxious to know who 
are for usand who are ageinst us. Wo 
have 4 right to ask for this privilege from 
tho Parliament of Canada, and [ trust we 
will do #o in & becoming way, and if it is 
refused, we want to know why it js’ refus- 
ed, or what we have done that it should 
not be granted to us. I hope and trust 
that a majority of the members of this 
House will grant what has been asked for 
in such a way as will’ cause us to fool that 
the Parliament of Canada is an indopon- 
dent, outapoken body, and that it is not 
influonved by fear of any party. I will 
now leave the matter with the House, and 
I move, seconded by Mr, O'Brien, that the 
bill be road a second time. (Applause, ) 
Mr. Carran—lI foel heavily the responal- 
bility rosting pon me, as a reprosentative 
and oo a oltizéu of the Dominion, in rising 
to oppose the second reading of this bill. 
Those who have noticed what is going. on 
must be aware that very doop fooling exists 
in the hoarts of a large syotion of our fol- 
low countrymen with reference to this 
measure. ~ Provious to the opening of our 
deliberations to-day we called down upon 
thom the blessing of hoavon ; wo asked for 


light,and for the true patriotic inspiration; 
aud J, for one, trust, in tho fow observa: 
tions | have to make, that my mind 


may 
bo inspired with « dosire only for my 
country’s good, and that no word shall pass

since 1794 —if wo plant the Orango flag on 
tho towers of this Dominion—what would 
bo the result upon immigration to this 
country | We have o vast territory to fill 
with sottlors, and if you put this weapon 
into the hands of the Amorican immigration 
agonts, whore is the trish Catholic who will 
como here to find transplanted all the old 
quarrels which embittered his life at home! 
Where is the Protestant who will come 
here, where the old party feuds of * 200 
years—born iu aforeign country—are ro- 
hewed! I have bad the advantage of boing 
brought up in the city of Montreal, aud 
there Roman Catholics and Protestants live 
in hatinony togethér. There Oatholio be- 
nevolence vies with Protestant benevoleuce 
in supporting those institutions of meroy 
forthe care of the aged, the infirm,and the 
afflicted. Proceeding, he quoted from the 
the speech of Lord John Russel ina aimi- 
lar debate on the Orange Bil) in the British 
House of Commons,marking and émphasiz- 
ing the difference between Orangemen and 
Protestants, and stated that he made a 
similar distinction. ‘Chere was no Protés- 
tant institution of a benevolent character 
for which he would not give his hearty 
vote, but he held that the Orange institution 
was nota benevolent society. He claimed 
that trom the history of the society it dould 
be shown that its objects were such that to 
grant it incorporation would be contracy to 
the deed of capitulation of the Treaty of 
Paris ; that it was beyond the power of this 
Parliament ; that its passage would be an 
interference with the rights of the Pro- 
vinces ; and that it was against the epirit— 
aud indeed the letter— of the British North 
America Act. In endeavoring to prove 
this he showed first from the public records 
of the society that its objects was Protest- 
ant ascendan¢y. Protestant ascendancy 
was incompatible with thé religious liberty 
and toleration assurod ‘to the Romar 
Catbolics in Quebec by the Treaty uf Parie,. 
This Act of incorporation could uot be 
passed, he held, if it violated the law of 
one of the Provinces. On this point he 
referred to the case of Grant v. Beaudry 
in Montreal, und quoted’ from the decision 
of Jude Ramssy that os the law of the 
Province declared all secret oath-bound 
socivties, except Freemasons, illegal, and 
that the Orange Society was among those 
thus interdicted. In 1863 a bill to incor 
porate the Orange lodge was passed by the 
Legislature of Prince Edward Island, with 
a suspending clause, It was laid af the 
foot of the Throne, and was, through the 
Duke of Newcastle, then Secretary of State 
for the Oolonies, refused*the royal assent, 
The despatch containing the information 
of this réfusal was couched in terms strongly 
condemnatory of the Order. In 1878 the 
Orange Incorporation Bill was passed by 
the same Legislature and reserved” for- the 
Governor-General’s assent. The bill was 
sent back with an* intimation that as the 
bill was within the jurisdiction of the Pro- 
vince it should haye eitlier been assented 
to-or rejected by the Lieutenant Governor. 
A similar bill was passed by the same 
Legislature In 1881, but it did not receive 
the assent of the Liout.-Governor, Ad- 
mitting the society to boa merely bene- 
volent association, as it was represented to 
be by its promoters, this Parliament had no 
right to deal with it. If the Federal 
Parliament, he coutended, could descend 
to the incorporation of beneyolept societios 
the Local Legislatures might be abolished 
altogether, for there was no use for them. 
He had under his hand a speech of Lord 
Carnarvon'defining the powers of the Pro- 
vincial and the Federal Legislature which 
favored his views. Mr. Ourran then went 
on to quote authorities, Canadian aud Brit- 
ish to show that it was unconstitutional and 
inexpedient to give status to the Orange 
Society. Mr. Ourran drew a picture of 
what would be the result if the bill before 
the House became law. It had been stated 
in the Toronto Mail that Orangemen had 
resolved to walkthrough the streets of 
Montreal on the 12th of July next. If they 
should do this the Oatholics of every race 
would be up inarms to resist them, and 
there would be another ‘‘ battle of the 
Boyne.” He directed attention to the per- 
sonnel of the Ministry, and waid that all 
classes and creeds were represented in it, 
and all were sufficiently proteoted,conclud- 
ing with an aspiration that the day might 
soun come when the orange and the green, 


the red and the blue, would be mingled to- | | 


gothor in one celestial harmony, 


Mr White (Cardwell) said it was a mistake 
to suppose that this was a bill for tho estab- 
lishment of the Orange organization in Cana 
da, There were 200,000 .Oravgemen 10 the 
Domioion of Canada, who were formed into 
lodges, who dispensed charities, who walked 
in procession, and who now only wauted to 
hold their property by legal tenure. There 
was nothiog about Protestant asoondancy in 
the bill before the House, but every Protes, 
tant church in the oountry was an aseertion 
of Protesthnt ascendancy, as every Catholic 
church was an assertion in favor of Catholic 
ascondancy. ‘The allusions made to the deoi- 
sion of courte were not, Mr. White covtend- 
ed, relevant, as the logality of the Orango 
Order was not thé question to be decided 
upon, It was not for Parliament to onquire 
into the principles and mothods of societies 
asking for Aots of incorporation. If thoy did 
so the practioe would lead to some siv ular 
results, Objection had, ia former times, been 
made in the Parliament of Canada to the in- 
corporation of apy religious gociety on tho 
ground that the teavhings of such sovicty 
wore opposed to Opinions of large numbers in 
the community, and such Acts, whon applied 
for, wore refused. Orangemen had not acted 
in this spirit, “Thoy had noyer refused | to 
give their support to aly measure that had 
for ita objoot the furthoranoo of the intorosts 
of any religious denomination, When tho 
question of Soparate Schoole waa botoro the 
Logislature of Ontarlo thoy supported it, al- 
though in so dolng they scted in opposition to 
‘tho interests of thoir party, He (Mr, White) 
considered it a'pity that Mr.Curran had oontin- 
od his romarks to theconstitutionalityof tho bill, 
but not being a lawyer ho would not take 
upon himself to. give an opinion on that aspoot 
of the question, He oonsidered that the ro« 
jootion of the bill would do more to advanoe 
tho cause of Orangoism thanfweuld ity accept:

Mr. John White’s motion for the second 
reading of the Orange Bill came up for de- 
elsion in the Commons on Monday, and tho 
result was that, after one of the moat ex- 
citing debates of the session, a motion made 
by Mr. Ourran for tho six months hoist 
was carried by the unexpectedly large ma- 
jority of 36, 

This result, wo need scarcely say, Wo 
regret very deeply, but as our views on the 
subject are well known, it is not necessary 
at the present writing to recapitulate them. 
The admirable speeches of Mesars.. White 
(Hastings) and White (Cardwell), a sum- 
mary of which will be found in other col- 
umns, forestall anything that could be urged 
from our point of view for the time being. 

Doubtless there will. be a hypocritical 
outery from the Grit press of Ontario, 
directed against the Yremier for not en- 
deavoring to coerce his supporters from the 
Provinca of Quebec, but a careful study of 
the division list will show that the respon- 
sibility for the defeat of the measure rests 
with the Grits; whose treachery was most 
unblushingly carried out.. Of the 106 
members who voted against the bill, no 
less than 53 were Grits, and of these 53 no 
less than 14 who had previously voted to 
pass the measure to asecond reading, de- 
liberately recorded their votes in favor of 
the motion for the six months hoist, whilst 
seven others who had in the first-place voted 
for the bill shirked the vote on Monday. 
Such execrable conduct as that of these 
men cannot go unpunished, and in justice 
to all concerned, we herewith append their 
names, ~ 

Those who changed their opinions so 
suddenly were :-—Mesars. Armstrong, Bain, 
Brake, Burpee (St. John), Cockburn, Fair- 
bank, Fisher, Forbes, Harley, Keefler, Kirk, 
Paterson (Brant), Ross (Middlesex), and 
Somerville (Brant).

HOUSE OF OOMMONS, 
Turspay, April 17. 

Tho House has been engaged to-day in 

the discussion in 

COMMITTEB OF WAYS AND MBANH 

of the tariff resolutions, The procecdings 
Wore 46 4 rule uninteresting, Sir Leonard 
Tilley briofly explaining each itom as it 
came up, and snsworipg questions by 
members of the Opposition as to the rea- 
sons which induced the Government to 
make the onanges. The following addition- 
al amondments or modifications, of the firat 
proposed changes have beon made : 

Carriages. — Buggies of ull kinds, farm 
waggons, and all other carriages pot enum- 
erated, railway freight or farin carts, pleas- 
ure carts or gigs, and similar vehicles, 35 
per cont, ad valorem. Ohildron’s carriages 
of all kinds, 35 per cent. ad valorem, Parte 
of carriages or other manufactured articles 
shall be charged with the samo rate of duty 
on & proportional valuation, as that charge- 
able upon the unfinished article. 

Glove leathers. —Viz., buck,deer, elk, and 
Antelopo, tannod or dressed, colored or not 
colored, 10 per cont. ad valorem, 

Dressed or Costume Cloths. —Serges and 
similar fabrics under twenty-five inches 
wide, and weighing not over three and o 
half ounces per lineal yard, either or both 
twenty per cent. ad valorem. Wincies to 
romain as they aro in the presont tariff, 

Agricultural Implements,—Mowing ma- 
chines, self-binding harvesters, harvesters 
without binders, binding attachments, reap- 
ers,sulky and walking ploughs,and parts of 
the samo, harrows, scythes, horse and hand 
hay rakes, garden rakes of any material, 
grain, seed drills, spades and shovels, hoes, 
hay, straw, manure, spading, and mining 
forks, and all similar articles, and parts 
thereof, thirty-five per cent. ad ‘valorem. 
Portable machines, portable steam engines, 
threshers, and separators, horse’ powers, 
portable saw mills, and fanning mills, and 
parts thoreof, thirty-five per cent. ad va- 
lorem. 

Jellies and Jams.—To bé five cents per 
pound, not four cents. 

Vaseline in Bulk.—To be four cents per 
pound, not five cents. 

Files and Rasps.—Thirty-five per cent. 
instead of thirty per cent. 

All Medicinal Preparations,—Whether 
chemical or otherwise, usually imported 
with the name of the manufacturer, shall 
have the true name of the manufacturer and 
the place where they are prepared per- 
manently and legibly affixed to each parcol 
by stamp, label, or otherwise, and all 
medicinal preparations imported without 
such name so aflixed shall be forfeited. 

Jeans, Cuotilles, Cambrics, Silesias, and 
Casbans,---The duty is to remain as at pre- 
sent, and not be subject to the duty of 274 
per cent. imposed on printed and dyed 
cottons after Januury lst, 1884. 

Kid, Tanned or Dressed.—The proposed 
change to a duty of 15 per oent.on kid,tan- 
ned or dressed, and colored er not colored, 
is dropped. 

Fancy Yarns,—The item is also dropped 
proposing a duty of 20 per cent. on fancy 
yarns of wool or worsted in twoor more 
plies, when the same are combined in differ- 
ent colors, and mohair yarns in white or in 
any color, when the same are imported by 
woollen manufacturers for their own use,in 
making fancy tweeda. 

Buckram.—The proposed duty of 10 per 
cent. on buckram is stricken out. 

Oilcloths.—The item imposing a duty of 
15 per cent. on oilcloths, or cloth enamol- 
led, stamped, painted, printed, or similarly 
prepared, when imported by trunk or valise 
maoufacturers fer use in their factories, is 
struck out. 

Cotton Duck.—The importer of cotton 
duok used for sails of ships or fishing boats 
is to be entitled to a drawback equal to the 
duty paid thereon, less five per cent.of the 
value of the article. 


Treland. 

The mutilated body of a well dressed 
man, o portion of whose face appeared. to 
have been eaten away, was found on the 
Galtee Mountains, Ireland,3,000 feet above 
the sea, lately. It is surmised that he was 
a stranger who had lost his way. 

Captain Boycott, who, two years ago had 
to be escorted out of Ireland by the mill- 
tary, returned to his home and determined 
to make peace with his neighbors. He has 
been so successful that ho ts free to go 
where he pleases, without either constables 
or soldiers to guard him, 

At the Newry Petty Sessions on Mondaya 
man named Philip Orilly was charged with 
having cursed the Queon on the public 
streets of Uamlough on Sunday last. Sub- 
constable Kane, who arrested the accused, 
deposed that Orilly cursed the Queen, gave 
three cheers for the [ovincibles, aud told 
the police that he hada good knife and 
could out the b—— heart out of them, 
The accused was remanded for a week. 


A small package was directed to Rev. A. 
H. De Haza Raditz, parish priest, Ditton 
Hall, Widnes, and he being away, was put 
aside till his return, It bore Widne and 
Liverpool postmarks,. On tho arrival of 
Father Raditz the package was opened, 
when it was seen to contain a wooden box 
two inches in diameter. On the lid boing 
taken off it was found to contain a black, 
shining substance of the nature of dynamite, 
in the centre of which was a small hole, os 
it » fuse had boon inserted. The police are 
investigating the matter. 

The report for the past year of the So- 
ciety for tho prosoryation of the Lrish Lanu- 
guage statos that at the commencement of 
the present century probably not more

There is nothing hetter for laying hons in 
the epring then milk,after the cream has been 
taken‘off. We have tried it several seasons 
with complete sucocss, With the milk given 
fresh from the dairy room every day, the fowls 
will need no other drink, and it will supply 
everything required in tha way of spimal 
food, The pullets fed with milk and corn, 
and a mixtute of corn meal and milk, througb 
tho cold weather, have given an abundant 
supply of eggs. Wheat bran is also a good 
artiole to mix with the milk. Itia better to 
give the mixture a bojling and to feed it in 
the warm state, but this is uot necessary. We 
have also found the milk ono of the beat kinds 
of diet for young chickons,so.n after they como 
from the nest, to promote their health and 
rapid growth. Indian meal, ground coarse, 
and scalded with milk, isa perfect feed for 
them, As they grow older, gaass cabbage, or 
onions may be chopped fine and added to the 
daily rations, A portion of the mitk on dairy 
farme, usually going tothe pig trough, may 
bs diverted to the chicken coop with great 
advantaye. Eggs are worth twonty-five cents 
a dozen, and poultry twenty cents a pound, 
when pork brings but ten cents a pound,— 
American Agriculturist for May.

A species of mite (Uropeda Americana) 
attacks the beetle and sometimes 80 oovers its 
bost that no part of the becile is visible, This 
-oxterval parasite is about the sizé of a emall 
pin head, andis yellowish brown, 7~ 

Several birds feed upon the potato beotle, 
among which isthe too much persecuted 
crow. This eable birt will even dig into the 
earth for the hibernating individuals. The 
services of the common quail aro underrated 
in this respect. The rose breasted grosbeak 
haw a fondness for the potato bestle, and docs 
much good by feeding upon it, Ducks and 
chickens have learned to eat the larva, and 
some fowls have overcome their nativopiislike 
for the mataro insect. Thirty or forty perfect 
beetles have been found in a ch{cken’s crop. 

Among quadrupeds the skunk sametimo eats 
the potato beetle, while the common toad and 
black snake feed freely upon this pest of the 
farm.

TUB PIG IRON BOUNTY, 

The House reaolved itself into Committee. 

Sir Leonard Tilley, in moving that it is 
expedient to provide by law that a bounty 
of one dollar and fifty conte per ton be paid 
on all pig iron manufactured in Canada 
from Canadian ore, between the first day 
of July, 1883, and the thirtioth day of Juno, 
1886, inclusive, and that a bounty of opo 
dollar per ton be paid in the like manner 
on the same manufactured between the 
first day of July, 1886, and the thirtieth 
day of Jone, 1889, inclusiye, eald that 
during tho Inst two years the Government 
had been urged to give some additional en- 
couragement to the development of the iron 
industry, and last ecesion he had promised 
to take the matter into consideration, and 
to moet-as for as possible, the demands 
of the industry. One of the difficulties 
the Government bad to meet was that in 
increasing the duty on pig iron, which wasa 
raw material, it might result, as we were 
not producing all we require, in an increase 
of the price to manufacturers. In ordor to 
avoid that difficulty it had been thought 
desirable to come to the House and ask it 
to give forthe production of pig iron a 
bounty for six years,the bounty to be $1,560 
per ton for the firat three years, and $1 per

Dbiscourse by Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage. 


PETER COOPER THE PHILAN- 
THROPIST. 

** Now Barzillai was a very aged man, even 
four score years ol! ; and he had provided the 
king of sustenance while he lay at Mahaniam ; 
oS be was avery great man.” IL, Samuel, 19, 
39 

Barzallai of the text wasa very old maa, 
avery kind man, a vory affectionate man, a 
very patriotic man,a very wealthy msn of the 

tenth oentury before Christ, suggestive of our 
modern philanthropist Peter Cooper, of the 
nineteenth century after Christ, And s0 
there has been many a manin the centuries 
B. ©, typical of some menin the centuries 
A.D. When I see this Barz!Uai of the text 
going out to meet David's retreating army 
and provide them with flour and oorn and 
mattrasses, it makes me think of our modern 
philanthropist who was always ready to make 
response in time of necessity, whether it were 
individual, municipal or national. The snow 
of his white looks bas melted from our sight, 
and the bénediction of his genial face has come 
to its long amen; but his inflaence, halting 
not a second for the obsequies to be finished, 
moved right on with no change eave that of 
augmentation, for in the arithmetical sum of 
a useful life death is multiplication instead of 
subtraction and the marble of the tomb, in- 
stead of being the goal at the end of the race, 
is only the starting point for a grander oarcer, 
Why so many good people with hat off in 
reverence before a man who never wielded a 
sword, or made masterly oration, or stood in 
Senatorial place? He was neither general, 
nor lord, nor governor, nor president. The 
learned title of LL. D. bestowed by a univer- 
sity did not stick tohim one minute, The 
prefix of ** Mr,” and the suffix of ‘‘Erq.” 
goomed always an incongrulty when connect- 
ed with his name. For all Christendo 2 ho 
has been, and for all ages to come he will be, 
plain Peter Cooper. But why all the flsge at 
half mast? And why the complimentary reso- 
lutions of Legislatures and Common Councils? 
And why a deep fetched sigh from miilions of 
hearts which cannot’ makeadequato oxprossion 
of their grief? 

Firat,I romark in answering those questions ; 
Poter Cooper was the father of many Amori- 
oan philantbropies, Thoro haye been larger 
donations for the publio good since his great 
munificence of 1857, but that great gift of 
Cooper Institute has brought forth scores and 
hundreds of philanthropies and charities all 
the land over, As a father may have six 
ohildren, all of whom shall grow up to be Jarg- 
er thao himself, .o that munificence of 1857 
has brought forth thousand andthousands of 
charities,eome of them larger in bulk than tho 
original, You must romember when that 
six-storied temple of instruction on Third 
and Fourth avenues was built at aa 
expense of $630,000, ond then ondowed 

with $150,000 moro, you must romem 
ber that in those days $100,000 was 
more than $500,000 now, aad while in our 
days millionaires are #0 commou wo hardly 
stop to look.at them, you must remomber 
that in those tiinos a millionaire was a raro 
spectacle. Why Stephen Girard and John 
Jacob Astor of oldon times would almost have 
excited tho sympathy of our modern railroad 
magnates. ‘ho well on to $800,000 oxponded 
in buildiog and in ondowiag Cooper Lostitute 
wore more than $5,000,000 now. Thore have 
beon larger gilta in our time whioh havo not 
produced more than a fraction of tho good 
produced by that munifisonce of 1857. That 
gift brooded other charitios, that benoficonce 
mothored hundreds of educational institutions, 
that gonorosity gavo glorious suggestions to 
many 8 man whcso fortune was held with the 
iron grip of sollishness, If you should trace 
back tho ancestral line of many of the bos- 
pitals and intirmaries and colloges and univor- 
sitios and benevolent Institutions of this 
country, you would find that Peter Cooper 
was their glorious progenitor, O! how this 
shines out in contrast with much that wo soo 
in our day. That institution there standing 

twonty-six yoars on tho great thoroughfare, 

saying to the populations surging to and fro: 

‘Hore I stand without money and without 

price to bless and educate all tho struggling 


| who will come under my wings,” The institu. } 
tion standing for twenty-six yoare,from all ite | 
windowa ryipy out ayeinet miserliness and au | 
pid ty. That froo roading-room, tho birthplace 
of hnodre ts of frow reading-roome all ovor Am 
lenca, Groat resorvoit of Chriatian beneficonce 
Uoopor’s Inanraty 
Mr, Coopor baa alro—Potor Cooper—has aleo | 
impresved us all with the fact that it ia vory | 
wiso thing for aman to become his own exon. 
tor, How much moro beautiful ia ante wortern 
charity than post-mortem bonovolk noe There 
is many aman who has kopt his m mey aa 
loo, as he could koop it, aod then whon he 
had to die he has made some charitable inti 
tation slegateo, Many a manhes kept his 
money just as loog as ho could koop it, aad 
when doath mot him, said: * Woll, if I muat, 
I must, and now, Bible Society, you tak» sy 
many thousands, and reformatory inatitution, 
you take so many thousscds,” Tho fact tr, 
if that man had had four or five atout pookets 
in his shroud he would have taken all hia 
wealth with him. Botteri@.) than nevor -to 
be obaritable, but gréater will bo the roward 
of that man who gives to charitable instiju 
tions while he has the power to retain what 
ho is giving away. It seoms to mo that often 
a donation in a last will and testament Is 
merely an attempt to bribe the ferryman of 
tho river Styx to land tho man in celestial 
instead of infernal regions, Mean as sin 
while he lives, ho oxpeots to cross over and 
be ushered up the shining banks of heaven, A 
skinflint, when ho leaves this world, expoots 
to bo hailed on the other shore as a George 
Pcabody. Boside that, how often it is that 
cbaritable contribution in lest will and testa- 
ment fails to reach its right destination, If you 
have pride io being a sane man,and if you are 
at the samo time desirous of makiog chr rita. 
ble contribution, make the contribution before 
your death, forthe probability is your heirs 
will prove you are orazy. How ofton it is that 
an estate is taken into the surrogate's court, 
and thero is a great quarrel over the matter 
and as every positive man has somo idiosyn 
orasies, your idiosynorasics will be taken out, 
and they wil! be ventilated, and they will be 
enlarged and thoy will be ocaricatured, until 
tho courts of Brooklyn aud New York will 
pronounce you a fool, If a man havo » second 
wi’e, the children of tho first wifo will prove 
in the conris that the man was subjected to 
undue influences, and many s myn when ho 
made his will had more brain than all his 
obildren over will hayv, has been pronounced 
after doath to have been fit tor tho lunatio 
asylum. Bo your own executor, like Peter

I 
am not eurprived that our modern Barzillai 
lived to 92 years of age, Ho felt tho reaction 
of his helpfalness for others, Doi: g good was 
one of the strongest reasons for his longevity. 
There is great oxcitement in a chase, and many 
an old hunter's heart has throbbed at the 
orying of the hounds; but there is one kind 
of chase that is very exhausting and that is 
deathful. Many aman witha ) Ae fortune 
behind him has called up his vast dollars as 
pack of hounds to go out with him and hunt 
up one more dollar before he dies, Away, 
away, the old hunter and all the hounds. 
Hotter and hotter the chase. Closer on the 
track and closer on the track, the old man a 
little ahead, and his dollars following on like 
a pack of hounds. Now they aro coming at 
the death, the dollar only a little way shead, 
and tke old man, with pale cheek and panting 
breath and shrivelled arm, clatches for the 
dollar just ro it turns on its track, and miss- 
ing it he etill pursues and still pursues, until 
the exhausted dollar plunges into a hole and 
burrows deeper down and burrows deeper 
down, until the old hunter with both hands 
takes hold and claws out the dirt from the 
embankment, burrowing deeper down and 
deeper down until, just olatohing that last 
dollar, the burrowed embankment breake and 
he rolls over into his own graye, while » clap 
of thunder trom the clear sky sounde, ‘‘What 
shall it protit a man if he gain the whole world 
and lose bis soul?’ We talk a great deal about 
old misors, ‘There are no old misors, or but 
yery fewofthem, The most of the misers are 
comparatively young, Avarioc kills more than 
war. In contrast with all that, look at the 
philanthropist at 92 years of age, dying of a 
cold caught in going out to look after the 
prosperity of a charitable institution which he 
himself had founded, with its 2,000 students 
in ite evening schools, 


Peter Cooper also impresses us with the 
best way of settling this old quarrel between 
capital and labor, this altercation between the 
rich and the poor, There aro two ways in 
which this quarrel between oapital and labor 
will never be settled. One is by the violent 
suppression of the laboring olasses, and the 
other is by the maltreatment of rich poople, 
This is fast getting to be the age of dynamite. 
Dynamite undor the Kremlin, Dynamite near 
the Parliament houses and railway bridges 
Dynamite in Ireland. Dynamite in Eogland, 
Dynamite in Germany, Dynamite in Russia, 
Dynamite in America, The rich are becom- 
ing more arrogant end the poor more unreas 
sonable. I prescribe for the oure of great evil 
the largest kind of allopathic dose of Peter 
Cooperism. Who ever heard of dynamite 
under Cooper Institute? Who over looked 
for a keg of dynamite in the vollar of Peter 
Cooper’s house? In the times of great pub- 
lic excitement, when public men haye had to 
have their houses guarded by soldiers, no 
sentinel has ever stood at that man’s door, 
and there has nob been atimein the last 
forty yoara thatthe plaincstman in New 
York and Brooklyn could not ring his door

What tho police cannot do, what shot and 
shell cannot do, what soyore laws sovorely 
oxeouted cannot do, what armios with bayo. 
nots cannot do, will yet bo accomplished by 
what Isco fit this morning to baptizo as 
Poter Cooporism. I hail tho oarly twilight of 
that day whon tho menof fortuno in all 
lands will come forthand assy, ‘'Thore aro 
70,000 destitute ohildron in Now York city, 
and out of my fortune I will build this line of 
asylums to take care of thom. Thero aro vavt 
multitudes of people in all tho citios living in 
filthy and unventilated tonoment houses, and 
out of my fortan@T will build a line of rest. 
dences with cheap ronts. Thoro are nations 
who know nothing of Jesus Christ; 1 will 
turn my fortune inside out to send thom 
flaming evangels, Thoro shall be no more 
hunger, there shall be no more ignorance, 
thoro shall be no moro crimo, so far ag I can 
holp ft.” Whon that Jay oomow this quarrol 
betwoon capital and labor, and botween the 
poor and tho rioh, will cease, and tho last 
torch ofincendiariem will bo « xtinguished, 
and tho last daggor of assassination will go to 
slicing broad for poor ohbildron, and the “last 
pound of dynamito that now throatens death 
will go to work ia tho quarries to blast foun.

That clause of the Dominion Franchise 
Act which provides for the revision of the 
voters’ lista by the County Judges or, in 
caso of their rofusal,by barristers appointed 
by the Government, has been received with 
strong manifestations of hostility by the 
Grits. The reason adyanced for this hvs- 
tility is thus set forth by the Ottawa orvan 
of the Opposition in its usual cultured and 
gentlemanly style : 

Tt is not a constituency here aud there that he 
(the Premier) intends to disfranchise through 
the appoiatment of partizen returning officers, 
but all the constituencies, His Fraachise Bill 
is cmstracted with the sole apoarent view of 
placing the electorate in the hands of men who 
shall be selected by th, Government. His ‘‘Re- 
vising Barristers” are, if this latest legislative 

ty should be allowed to become law, to 
repare the voters’ lists. They shall have power 
b say who shall or who shal not have the right 
to vote, aod as he intends that every man of 
them shall be + “Jim Stevens,” he hopes in this 
way to secure a Tory majority in every constit- 
nency, 

In opposition to this expression of opin- 
fon; which involves an outrageous insult to 
the County Judges of Ontario, we have 
another to present—one for which the Grit 
party must have the greatest of respect— 
that is, if their recent Jaudations of their 
leader as the clearest thinker and the most 
eminent lawyer in Yarliament, were sin- 
cere. This opinion is that of no less a por- 
son than Mr. Edward Blake, andjwas de- 

~livered by him in the House of Commons 
in 1870, in the course of a speech which 
he made on the Franchise Bill which Sir 
John A. Macdonald had introduced, and 
which provided for the appointment of 
three assessors in each electoral district to 
propsre the lists. Mr, Blake said :

Those who admire Mr. Blake and en 
dorse his opinions cannot but disagree with 
those of their party organs which have been 
combating their leader’s views. The organs 
themselves sre welcome to what comfort 
they cau extract from Mr. Blake's utter- 
ances in favor of the Government's proposl- 
tion. 


Transparent Hypocrisy. 


The Ottawa Free Press utters a hypocri- 
tical wail over the defeat of the Orange In- 
corporation Bill, and makes an attempt to 
srouso the Orangemen against the Premier. 
It onys : 


Orangemen now know exactly how they stand, 
and if it is any consolation for them to reflect 
that the Bleus of Quebec are the masters of the 
situation and can make Sir John do as they 
Please they are welcome to it. 


In order to refute this charge and to 
demonstrate the arrant hypocrisy of the 
writer who made it, it is only necessary to 
reproduce the Free Press’ analysis of the 
vote which was recorded on the question in 
the House, which is as follows : 


Members absent 
Of the Conservatives who voted there 
was» majority of 5 for the bill. Of tho 
Grits who voted, there was, on the Free 
Press’ own showing,a majority of 41 againat 
the bill, The Pree Press’ attempt to shift, 
by a hypocritical dodge, the responsibility 
for the defeat of the bill from the shoulders 
of its own party, will not avail. Had not 
the Ontario Grits added their strength to 
that of the Quebec mombers—R ouge as 
well as Blou—the bill would have been 
passed by « majority of 20 at least. Let 
there be no misunderstanding about this 
matter.

Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 


ANOTHER OUTBREAK OF FRVER, 


Information of the fact that another out- 
break of typhoid foyer has ocourred iu the 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, will be 
received with regret by the people of the 
Province generally, and with especial con- 
cern by the residents of this city and its 
environs, So far, not moro than nine of 
the pupils have been attacked, and it would 
be quite possible to carry on the school 
until the close of the regular term, but it 
is deemed moro advisable to close a month 
earlier, The Government have, on the 
advice of Mr, Mathison—the able and en- 
ergetio Superintendent—acted promptly in 
the matter of providing a supply of whole- 
some water for the Inatitution, and the 
result will be the shortening of the term by 
4 month, 

Mr, Mathieson has issued the following 
circular, which fully explains the position 
ot affsirs ; 

ONTARIO INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB 
Bgvvevicie, April 20th, 1883 

It bas been decided to close the Institution 
on Wednesday, the 16th May, for soveral 
reasons, One reason is that our water supply 
is somewhat jimited and defertive, and we 
desire to make ample provision fora better 
and more gatisfactory supply for the future, 
It is settled that we shall haye a large Filter 
and one or two new wells; tendera for the 
work are advertised for and operations wi'l be 
bogua earlyin May, hencethe necovsity for 
the reroyal of the pupils. Another reason is 
that owing to the sickness in the Institution, 
many ofthe porents desire to have their 
obildran at home before the usual time 

I regret to say that we havo nine new cases 
of typhoid fever, tho firet symptoms boing 
reported on Tuesday evening last ; for over a 
month none were attacked and we thought 
the danger was passed. There is no occasion 
for needless slarm. All who are or may be 
sick will be carefully nursed by experienced 
and trustwortby persons. I have four children 
of my own exposed to the samo influences as 
tho pupils; they will not be sentaway. I 
shall not object to pupils going home if parents 
arrange fortheirsafe carriage en route; I 
cannot, however, procure return tickets at 
single fare for thore who leave prior to the 
1dth of May, and they will hsvo to pay fall 
fare both wasa. 

As intimated above, the Institution will close 
on Wedneeday, May 16th, and an officer will 
accompany suph pupils as are to travel on the 
main lines of railway, on that day, taking care 
of them and their bageago, to the polats agreed 
upon, 

The regular yearly oxamination will com- 
menos on May 4th and terminate on the 11th, 

Tam now making arrangements with the 
Various Kailway Companies for tho usual re- 
duced rates for pupils going to and returning 
from their homes, for vacation, and I will 
farnish you “ith particulars as to the amonnt 
of money to be sent, where to mect your child 
eto., in a few doys. 

For the many grateful letters received dur- 
ing the past six weeks Iam thankful If you 
havo not heard from mo Specially, you may 
be assured your child is well Hoping those 
httle ones now sick will soon bo better and

Dominion Parliament. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
Turspay, April 20. 

In the House to-day Mr. Abbott pre- 
sented a petition from the Oanadian Pacilic 
Railway Company asking for permission to 
present a petition fora private bill. He 
suid that the circumstances under which 
this petition had been presented at this late 
period was owing to the fact that it was 
only this morning that the Company had 
been able to execute an agreement with the 
three lines of railway between Montreal and 
the terminus of the Oredit Valiey Oom- 
pany, namely the Oredit Valley, 
Ontario and Quebec, and ao part of 
the Atlantic and Northwestern Rail- 
way Companies, by which these com- 
leased their lines to the Oanadian 
Pacific Railway Uompany. The latter 
were not authorized by their charter to 
mako such leases, They consequently pre- 
sented « potition asking for the passing of 
the bill giving them this power. He mov- 
ed that the petition be read and recelyod. 
The motion wascarried and the petition 
read. 

The House went into Committee on Sup- 
ply and passed a number of items, an in- 
formal diacuasion taking place on each.

The Peterborough Review take Mr. Mo- 
wat—the alleged ‘' Christian politician” — 
thus sharply to task for having,as the Globe 
alleges, induced Mr. Striker to withdraw 
his petition against the return of his suo- 
cessful opponent :

That is, the Pre- 
mier of Ontario, the Attorney General and 
legal adviser of the Crown for the Province 
connived at « corrupt arrangement for lot- 
ting a candidate, not duly elected, mlere- 
present a constitutency, booause ho would 
give the Goyernment his support. No 
matter if the law were broken, no matter if 
the result was a misrepresentation of the 
constituency obtained by corrupt means, 
still Mr. Mowat was quite ready to be a 
party to the corruption by staying its ex. 
posure if he could thereby securo another 
vote to keep himself in power. 

** What a nice man for the first law 
officer of the Province! An instigator of 
the quashing of law proceedings against a 
suspected law breaker, an accomplice in 
shielding asupporter in turn for his sup- 
port!

iditorial Brevities, 


The Hamilton Tribun (Independent 
Grit) makes tho following hard hit at tho

around it, delivers blow after blow at the 
umrosisting object.

not be better to do away with tho wholo 
affair of » proporty qualification’ ; and to a 
caroless roador thie conveys the falso im- 
pression (as doubtlessly it was inteuded to 
do) that the Globe and tho Liberal party 
favor manhood sullrege. But the Glebe 
does not say so, A_ ohilly-shallying, o 
beating around tho bush, a dont-say-any. 
thing-to‘commit-the party kind of polioy 
governs the present opinionless editor of 
the Globe who aita reatlessly inthe two- 
sizea-too-big-for- him managing-editor’s 
chalr,waiting for the ‘speak now ” man- 
dato from Mr, Blake at Ottawa. What an 
attitude for the once leading organ of public

It ja to be hoped that those journalists who 
have been insinuating that the Princess 
Louiso would nover return to Ottawa, be- 
cause of various reasons which were evoly- 
edfrom the inner consciousness of con- 
temptible gossips, are content to chow their 
leek. It is not a very large leek, and the 
gutter-anipes of journaliam sro tolerably 
well acquainted with the flavor of leeks. 


Some interesting and valuable informa- 
tion, says the Globe, is contained in a return 
presented to .Parliament on the 20th. 
From the statistics it is gathered that for 
the year ending Juno 30th last there was 
an increase in the mileage of Canadian rail’ 
roads of 269. The total nominal capital 
invested was $415,611,819, as compared 
with $389,285,700 at tho corresponding 
period of the previous year, Upwards of 
nine and a quarter million passengers were 
carried, and thirteen and a half million 
tons of freight handled. Tho total earn- 
ings of all the roads were twenty-nine 
million dollars, the expenses twenty-two 
millions, leaving a net protit of $6,637,000. 


The Picton Gazette suggests, in view of 
the early retirement of Sir Charles Tupper 
from the. Cabinet and his departure for 
England, that ‘‘some public recognition 
should be given of the esteem the electors 
have for him asa statesman, prior to his 
departure from Oanada, This recognition 
might take the form of a publio banquet— 
in both Montreal and Toronto, as repre- 
senting the commercial centres of the two 
Provinces—and should be supplemented 
with addresses from the Liberal-Oonser va- 
tive organizations in each constituency.” 
Certainly Sir Charles Topper has rendered 
great services to his country and to his 
party, and the Oonsorvative party ought to 
mark their appreciation of those services in 
a tangible way. We approve of the idea 
of a banquet at Montreal, but not of the 
proposal to inflict a multitude of addresses 
on Sir Charles.

Jenner, who was deemed clever enough for 
Hor Majesty, and clamored for Dr. Marshall, 
the ordinary attendant of the royal household, 
who was absent ona holiday, the first tor 
soveral yeara, So,in order to appease Brown, 
Dr, Marahall travelied across Europe to at- 
tend to his yery ordinary ai!ment, atan ox- 
pene to Hor Majesty ot some hundred guia- 
ess,- A more substantial reward than such 
attentions as these, however, was given to 
Brown a year or two ago, when Her Majosty 
had built for his use, within the grounds at 
Balmoral, a plain, bunt spacious eqnare man- 
sion, occupying « pléadant sitnation in the 
centre ofa lawn-like oxpanseof the royal 
demesne, with a carriage-drive Isading to it 
from ono of the avoriues. This abode was, 
doubtless, Intended for his use in his deéclin- 
ing years, after his royal mistress had passed 
awsy, but it was destined never to be per- 
manently ocoupied, Brown remained in per- 
sonal attendance on the Qaven up to the time 
of his death, and he satin his accastomed 
place behiod her carriage when tho last at- 
tempt was made upon hor life, at Windsor, a 
little over a year ago,

has in bis possession mx diamonds which came 
from Nepol, five of them belong sot in 
studs, » pair of oar rings, and a finger ring. 
On these be advanced &625, end now finds 
that they are not worth more than from $300 
to B10U, Nr, Engel says that on Marob 27 a 
young man, who subsequently proved to be C, 
RK. Dorman, son of a oarrisge maker in Now 
Haven, brought him »# diamond stud weighing 
three carats,on which ho wanted $200, (He re- 
prosented that he had been sent to Mr. Engel 
by a party staying at the Grand Union hotel, 
who was ib need of money. The stone ap- 
peared to the pawnbroker like o rare gem, 
something not often seen, and ho gave acheck 
for the desired amount, The styne had the 
rare bluish tiat which makes a diamon’ s0 
valuable, ‘Mr, Engel wont so far aa to ques- 
tion the police su to whother any velubble 
stone of the kind had boven stolen,and received 
a roply in the negative, Chief of Police Web- 
ater himself examined the stone and was 
greatly pleased with its appearance, A locsl 
jeweler, of 85 years’ experience, to whom it 
was shown, ssid hs had never saw anything 
like it before. The same afternoon the young 
man called at Engel’s agaio, briuging a solitaire 
pair of ear rings, anda solitaire ring. The 
ear rings he said were parohased at Tiffany's 
and cost $700, Ho rapresanted that the owner 
needed $425. All the diamonds, he said, be- 
longed to the pame party, Mr. Engel gave 
him the money asked for,suppoaing the stones 
were of the old mice variety, The day after 
he showed them to Heller & Burdell, of No, 
13 John Street, Now York. Thoy asked hin 
how much he paid for the stones, When Mr, 
Engel mentioned the price thay said that they 
must have been stolen ; they could not have 
been obtained honestly atthe sum named, 
The stud which brought $200 they said was 
worth $1,000, 

The reault of the eoquiry Mr, Engel told 
the police here was os follows: ‘* Thad heard 
that worthleis stones had boen colored wo as 
to look like the gema of the first wator, and 
so I asked Heller & Burdell if it was possible 
that these stones had been put through the 
procers, They laughed at the idea, and said 
that they had read abou§ such things, but 
thoy did not belleve any preparation conld 
give the atone the appearance of the one in 
the stud. They madea test, howeyer,and by

the market is flooded, Instead of being worth 
$1,000 it would hadly bring $150. Tho other 
atones were subjected to the same process, 
and the fine color disappeared in tho same

On April 2 young Dormsn camo again to 
Engel, thia time bringing a two carat stone 
with the same. blue tint, for which be wanted 
$250. Acting under instructions from the 
police, Mr. Engel retained the stone aud said 
he would settle with the owner, It transpired 
that the diamouds came from Martin Gunp, a 
barkeeper at the Grand Union Hotel, snd 
formorly clerk at the New Haven House. 
Gunn, when questioned by tbe dotectiyes, said 
that he obtained them from Nepel, who 
agreed to give him a percentage for disporing 
of them. Mr, Engel states'that the parties 
intertsted—Nepel, Gunn and Dormon-—havo 
been to him offering to settle the case by pay- 
ing him the differenoe between the ac ual 
value of thoatones and what he advanced upoo 
them, competent judgea to estimate tho real 
worth of the diamonds. 

George B, Ford, the jeweller, ssys that le 
has seen many of these artificially washed 
diamonds, and that msny merchants here- 
abouts have been deceived by them. Hoe 
ataton that a scientifio paper recently contain- 
ed an aocount of asimilar fraud pergetrated 
ia Paris. A magnificent stone, sold at an 
enormous prico, loat one eixth of its value jn 
oougequence of a simple washing in soapy 
water. .Parcbased as a'Brezilian gom, it was 
thus discovered to te only a Cape diamond of 
honey-yellow color. The process of making a 
yellow dicmond colorlsas; according to this 
statement, consists in plunging the stone for 
a few moments into an aqueous golution of 
aniline vlolot. After drying every trace of 
color venishes, while the lustre remains un- 
obscured,

While saying this, the bright eyes of the 
really clever genius saddened as if he really 
did not know that ho was perpetrating a joke 
on his helpless auditor, while he proved the 
truth of the assertion he made, 

A few months since Mulbattan published a 
handbill announcing hie departure for Texas, 
made the rounda of the newspsper offices, 
timidly laid a pleasant little gifs on the desk 
of more than one favorite, promised to respect 
the high character of the paper f r truth and 
uprightness by sending it nothing but truth- 
fol narratives in the future, and with a tremor 
in the happy voice said ** good-bye” to each 
one, snd was gone.

A Paris Lragedy

BEQUEL TO THK ‘ AFFAIR MONAKFetIy,” 
MME, OHALENTAN KILLED To END A 


SOANDAL ~ THM “ STIRRING EPLSODB "’ TO 
BE DRAMATIZED, ’ 


Tho Monaatorlo abduction oase described 
in the Free Press of Saturday is retold as 
follows in a Paria lotter of April 6, with a 
highly sensational sequel : 

Moro sensational than the ‘‘ Bourgeois de 
Lille” and the *'Bird of Prey” was » drama 
in real life played yoaterday in one of the 
little by-atreets of Montmartre. It is the 
epilogue to 6 serio comedy, the so-called 
‘* Affaire Monastorio.’’ with which the 
French press have beot busy for six wooks, 
ahd of which I was waiting the devouement 
in order to give a troe version of the atory. 
Yesterday's incident, however,has changed 
my intention, and, therefore, I will serve 
up briefly as much as is certajn in this 
imbroglio, as it will explain the tragody. 
A Mile. Fidelia Monasterio was left a 
small fortune by hor father,a South Amor- 
loan, deceased a fow yearsayo. Fidelia is 
of feeble mind, and, since her inheritance, 
has always been the prey of money sharks, 
among whom the chief seem to have been 
her mother, much addioted to strong drink 
and a sort of half brother one Oarlos 
Lafit. As long as this pair of worthios 
could keep the girl with them they 
treated her tolerably well, although * evi- 
dence before the court where the case was 
tried and adjourned on the grdéund of 
incompetonce, showed that she was: princi- 
pally fed on putrid meat and decayed 
vegetables, ‘whereby. her health suffered.” 
All of 4 sudden appeared Mme. Chalentan, 
atrone time the mistress of Oarlos, and 
Mme. Chalentan, soized with pity for the 
poor creature's sufferings, inveigled Fidelia 
from the maternal roof to her dwn dwelling 
in the Rue de Constance, which Oarlos, 
flanked by two medical men, invaded one 
dey in early March, and capturing the ron- 
away, slipped her into a atrait jacket after 
4 severe fight with her lady friend and de- 
fender, and conveyed her to the private 
mad house, of which she had already been 
aninmate. Mme. Ohslentap was indignant 
and appealed to the press and the public. 
Mme, Monasterio and her son Carlos were 
indignant at Mme. Chalentan’s indignation, 
& commission de lunatico inquirendy was 
appointed, a great mad doctor reported 
ofticialty that if Fidelis was not absolately 
a lonatic she'was: as nearly as possible an 
idiot, and the authorities issued a warrant, 
in virtue of which she was to be discharged 
from the asylum and oontided to her legal 
guardian, a member of the Chilian Lega- 
tion, by whom she would be repatriated. 
Bat when tho officers got to Picpus, the 
bird had flown, leastwise had been spirited 
away, for which Carlos, Mme. Monasterio, 
and their two accomplices,*the mad doc- 
tors, were at once arrested and brought to 
trial on the charge of ‘‘arbitrary sequestra- 
tion.” Where Fidelia is nobody knows pos- 
itively except M. Lafit, by whom was pro- 
duced veveral sffidayits from residents in 
England; all to the effect that Fidelia was 
there, iu excellent health and spirits, and 
not at all anxious, to return to France. 
This case has had no issue yet, on some

England Improving Her Navy 
QUICK WORK AT CHATHAM DOCKYARD—THUE 
NEWEST FIGHTING SHIP, THE WARSPITE. 

A naval officer: who returned from duty 
in the European squadron » few days ago 
visited the naval establishments of England 
before starting forhome. He said :—‘‘At 
no time has there been so much activity at 
the Chatham dockyard at this season of 
the year os now. The British Admiralty 
are for some reason, ler beoause of the 
present Irish troubles, pushing forward the 
armored vessels which are building, snd 
will have therm completed at an early date, 
The mechatics are employed*on extra 
time. Tho greatest amount of attention is 
being given to the powerful twin screw, 
stool-armored steamer Warspite, which is 
altogether an oxceptional type of veasol. 
It is intended that she shall be the fastost 
armorod;vossol afloat ; gnd, while sbo is to 
be employed on orulsing duty, hor offons- 
ive and defonsive oquipmont will be equal 
to that of, Any vossel she will probably oyor 
meot. Shois over 300 feet long, with a 
displacement of 7,390 tons. Hor armor 
plating will bo stool-faced,ten inohos thiok, 
and carried fiye foot below tho water lino, 
Hor armor is laid ona tou-inch hacking, 
with the usual iron skin plating, thus 
presenting a solid thickness of nearly two 
foot of atpol, iron aud timber againat the 
impact Of shot and shell. 

Above the fighting deck will be a tower, 
protooted by stool armor, while hor weathor 
deck will be protooted by stoel-faced armor.

Uhief Justice Wallbridge on Sun- 
day Observance, 


The following, from the Presbyterian Ad- 
cocate, will be read with warm approyal by 
the opponents of Sunday labor eyorywhore,

The new Chief Justice cf Manitoba is the 
right man in the right place, Last autumn 
aix young mon, Proabyterians from Princo 
Edward Island, engaged with o firm of 

contractors on the Canada Pacific, to work 
from November till April. Soon after thoir 
engagement they were ordered to work on 
Sabbath. They refused. Tho contractors 
dismissed them ia just such language as one 
would expect a Sabbath breaking contract- 
ortouse,* The young men brought an 
action at the recent assizes claiming damages 
for wrongfal dismissal, In charging the 
jury Chief Justice Wallbridge said : 


“It ap) that one Sunday morning thoy 
were told to go to work, but they did not go and 
he (the Ohief Justice) was bound to tell them: 
that they were not boundte go, Some people 
were more strict than others in observance 
of the Sabbath. Presbyterians were particularly 
strict, and these men were Presbyterians, They 
had a right to be strict ; and the law gave them 
that right. If they were dismissed,he considered 
the dismissal a wrongful on¢.” 


The jury gave the young men eighty dol- 
lars each as damages. A few such leasons 
would hayes good effect a little nearer 
home than Wifnipeg. An employer has 
nd legal right to. compe! his employe to 
wotkon Sabbathy The employe has a 
right to refuse, and, if dismissal follows 
refusal, damages can be collected. It 
should be rememberea, however, that the 
young men in question were faithful work 
men. All the ingenuity of the lawyers 
could prove no other charge against them 
but that they would not work on Sabbath. 
All honor to the young men who had the 
principle to refuse to desecrate that day, 
and the pluck to bring the Sabbath break- 
{ng contractors into court. We venture to 
asy that these young wen know the Short- 
er Catechism. They were taught their 
duty in some Presbyterian home—it may 
have been a humble one—in Prince Ed- 
ward Island, and when they went to the 
North-West they knew their rights and 
knew how to defend them.

The Land League Convention. 


AMALGAMATION WITH TH NATIONAL LEAGUE, 


Six hundred delegates attended the Land 
League Convention at Philadelphia, 

Father Walsh’s report showed a balance 
on hand on Jan. 9 of $12,714; received 
from branches Jan. 9 to April 9, $8,932; 
balance on hand April 8,$8,692 ; remitted 
for land league purposes to date, $39,100 ; 
for Irish relief fund, $23,562 ; balance on 
hand, $4,915. 

Hynes report shows that during the year 
83 new branches wereenrolled. ‘here are 
now on the roll 550 branchos, of whose ex- 
istence the central office has official know- 
ledge and 208 not known officially, The 
total money received by the Secretary from 
April 12, 1882, to April 25, 1883,was $79,- 
000. The donations amounted to $4,182 
and the dollar subscriptions to $6,000 ; ex- 
penses of the year, $7,466; amount re« 
mitted to Ireland, $66,657 ; balance on 
hand, $4,915. 

Patrick Egan stated that since he became 
treasurer he had handled $243,000, and the 
land league had received froni all sources 
$985,000, a total of $1,230,000, of which 
nearly a million came from the Irish in 
America. 

The resolution was finally carried by 251 
to 156 to amalgamate the land league with 
the Irish national league. After some dis- 
turbance, the motion was made unanimous,

Moe Striker—Mr. Mowat, Lam about to iile 
& petition against Mr, Hart's election. 

Mr. Mowat—Upon what grounds? ~ 

Mr, Striker—I have evidenoo in my ponies 
sion whieh will convict him of corrupt prac- 
tices, both by himself and his sgonts, 

Mr, Mowat—you are convinoed that your 
evidence is sutficlontly stroug to bring about 
that result ? 

Mr, Striker—I am #0 poreuaded, In faot, 
it would be impossible to mako out a strongor 
caso against him than that which the eyidence 
contains, 

Mr, Mowat—It is truo that wo issued io. 
structions to our friends to lodge petitions 
sgainet-the return of Opposition candidates in

Independent of the cow 
with the hollow horn? or the sheep with the 
foot rot? or the pet horse with anailin his 
hoof,? Independent of the cold that freezes 
out the wintor grains? Inflependent of the 
snowbank out of which he must shovel him- 
eolf? Indepondent of the cold weather, when 
he stands threshing his numbed fingers around 
his body to keep them from being frosted ? 
Independent cf the frozen ears and the frozen 
Independent of what? Fanoy farmers 
who have made their fortunes in the city and 
go out in the country to build houses with all 
the modern improvements and make ‘farming

A Pressing Want. 


In order to utilize the natural advantages 

of Bolleyille and make her what naturo in- 
tended her to be, namely a thriving svat 
of manufacturing industry, it is necessary 
that a permanent water power should be 
created. Twenty-five yoars ago manufac- 
tories were as nugerous in this city as they 
aro now,although the population has noarly 
doubled in the interval, and manufactories 
which depended upon the waters of the 
Moira for their motive power, exceeded 
considerably in nuniber thove that are now 
to be found on the banks of the river, at 
least within the limits of the City and for 
some distance beyond the boundaries of the 
corporation, Tho reason for the falling off 
is obviously the failure of the water power, 
which, owing to various causes, but chictly 
to the denudation of the back country of 
its timber, cannot now be relied upon for 
more than seven or at the moat cight 
months out of the twelve. In consequence, 
one (at one time) valuable water power has 
fallen into disuse and others are only used 
to a very limited extent. 

Under these ciroumstances several tnanu- 
facturers removed to other places where 
permanent water power could be had ; 
others procureti steam engines to drive their 
machinery during the dry avason ; and the 
rest removed from water powers and took 
to the use of steam as their sole ‘motive 
power. It is apparent that even, in those 
manufactories, the refuse of the raw ma- 
terial used in which furnishes the great 
bulk of the fuel that their furnaces con- 
sumé, the additional cost must bé consider- 
able, as an engineer is required, whilst in 
those which do not produce any fuel from 
the refdsd,the extra expense must be heavy. 
So serious is this item in one large estab- 
lishment in the city that its removal to 
another place may be the consequence. 

It is also certain that, in addition to the 
loss which the city has suffered from the 
removal of manufacturers bécause of the 
partial failure of the water power, others 
have been prevented from locating here 

‘from the same cause. There is, we have 
every reason to believe, a remedy for this 
state of affairs—a means of restoring aregu 
lar and permanent aupply of water power to 
the Moira. We refer to the storing of.the 
waters of the back lakes by means of dams 
and the liberation of the waters at the sea- 
son when they arerequired. This scheme, 
has been broached before, but nothing has 
ever come of it; but asthe adyantages 
which would arise from it become more 
apparent year by year, we once more urge 
{t upon the attention of the public, and 
especially upon the manufacturers, the 
property owners and the merchants of the 
alty. 

The time is highly opportune for such a 

movement. The manufacturing boom 
which was created by the N. P. has by no 
means subsided. Many capitalists,encour- 
aged by the success of the industries which 
are.now in_axistanoa ara nranared to an- 
gage in hitherto untried branches of 
industry, whilst others are seoking for loca- 
tions for _manofacturies in various lines 
which have proyed successful elsewhere. 
An immonse streatw of immiyration is flow- 
ing into the country, and the new-comers 
are generally people of the right etamp,who 
bring plenty of money withthem. The 
home market is being very greatly 
enlaryed, and thus there js ample room for 
additional manufactories. Could Belleville 
offer a permanent water power to thoso 
who propose to engsge in such enterprices, 
some of them would beyond doubt bo secur 
ed ; otherwise they will continue to locate 
elsowhore, despite the fact that this city 
possesses exceptional advantages in having 
railway communication east, west and north 
by the Grand Trunk and Midland Railways, 
as woll as water communication withthe lake 
ports, which will soon be very greatly facili- 
tated by means of the Marray Osnal, and 
that it is the commercial centro of a large, 
populous and wealthy district, 


There is thus every possible inducement 
for action in this matter. The question is, 
How can the project best be undertaken 7 
Our opinion is that it should be undertakon 
by private onterprise. The owners of 
water powers should meet, discuss the sub 
ject, and, after having obtained auch infor. 
mation as is necessary —such, for instance, 
as cost of works, of land required, &., as 
woll as probable smount of revenue to be 
derived from the worke—lay their scheme 
before the public, In such a achome those 
who aro directly interested would of course 
havo to take tho largest share of the atook, 
and, with this condition fulfilled, there is 


little doubt that the remaindor of the stock 
would bo subscribed for. 


We earnestly commend tho matter to all 
concerned, and we truat that acti 
to the execution of this long

Mr, Stephonsoo,in reply to & Hories of ques: 


| tious, stated thatthoventract for, this printing 


was made by his brother, The work was 
sommenced in his office nt Chatham. After 
it had booa commenced, it was found thatthe 
work was very considorable. Tho firm also 
had a good deal of trouble with Mr. Davin, who 
got as many sa six revises, It was theretore 
doolded to make arrangements with Messrs, 
MoLean, Roger & Co. todo the work, and 
the typo that had to thattime been sot up 
was distributed without being printed from. 

Mr. Ross (Middlesex) —What sum did you 
pay Mossrs. MoLean, Kogor & Co, for the 
work ? 

Mr. White (Oaldwell) said that was a mat- 
tor betweon the witness and Mossra, MoLoean, 
Roger & Uo, and even though the witness 
anuwered the question, it would not prove 
that too much had been aid. 

Mr, Charlton said tho refaial to give the 
information looked vory suspicious and show- 
ed that thero was something very bad to oon- 
coal.
